T  is  well  known,  and 
confirmed  by  certain 
Experience,  that  by 
_  the  great  care ,  coft 

and  charges  of  the  Merchants  ; 

A  2  and 
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and  by  the  great  induitry  and  la* 
bour  of  the  Planters  of  Tobacco 
in  th  zWeft-Indies,  multitudes  of 
people  that  are  under  the  prefent 
Government  ,  are  plentifully 
maintained,  and  very  many  of 
them  get  great  eftates  for  them- 
felves  and  families,  and  the  Cu- 
ftoms  of  it  are  no  fmall  profit  to 
the  Commonwealth.  I  think 
there  is  no  one  kind  of  forreign 
Commodities  that  yeelds  greater 
advantage  to  the  publick  5  and 
there  is  fcarce  any  to  be  compared 
with  it.  Wherefore  I  dedicate 
this  (hor  t  Hiltory  of  T obacco  un¬ 
to  you,  that  are  the  Merchants 
and  Fates  in  it,  wherein  you 
may  at  your  leifure  obferve  fome 
thing  that  may  conduce  to  your 
further  content,  if  you  pleafe  but 
to  take  notice  of  the  great  virtues 
it  hath  both  in  Phyfick  and  Chy- 
rurgery.  But  if  we  reflect  upon 
our  Fore-fathers3  and  that  within 
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the  time  of  left  than  one  hundred 
years,  before  the  ufe  of  Tobacco 
came  to  be  known  amongft  us. 
(  For  Captain  Richard  Grenfield, 
and  S 'Francis  Drake  were  the  fir.fl 
Planters  of  it  here,and  not  S  Wal¬ 
ter  Raleigh,  which  is  the  common 
errour)  we  cannot  but  wonder 
how  they  did  to  fubfiit  without  it* 
For  were  the  planting  and  traffick 
of  Tobacco  now  hindred,  millions 
of  the  Nation,  in  all  probability 
muff  perifh  for  want  of  food, their 
whole  livelihood  almoft  depend¬ 
ing  upon  it.  So  many  Druggifls , 
Grocers,  Tobacco  ^ops ,  Taverns  ^  • 
ImSyAle-houfes ,  Victuallers,  Car¬ 
riers, Cutters  and  Dryers  of  Tobac¬ 
co, Pipe-makers,  and  the  like,  that 
deal  in  it,  will  prove  no  lefs. 

The  neceffity  of  Tobacco,  and 
maintaining  the  Plantations  of  it, 
is  almoft  as  great ,  if  we  do  but 
confider  who  they  are  that  buy  it 
only  for  their  own  drinking,  and 

A  3  can- 
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cannot  abftain  from  it.  Sea-men 
will  be  (applied  with  it  for  their  ; 
long  voyages :  Souldiers  cannot 
want  it  when  they  keep  guards  all 
night,  or  are  upon  other  hard  du¬ 
ties  in  cold  and  tempeftuous  wea¬ 
ther  :  Farmers, Plough-men, Por- 
ters,and  almoft  all  labouring  men 
plead  for  it,  faying, they  find  great 
refrelhment  by  it,  and  very  many  - 
would  as  foon  part  with  their  ne- 
cefiary  food,  as  they  would  be  to¬ 
tally  deprived  of  theufe  of  To-  ' 
bacco.  The  Nobility  and  Gentry, 
who  find  no  fault  with  it, but  that 
it  is  too  common  amongll  the 
Vulgar,  do  ordinarily  make  it  the 
complement  of  all  their  entertain¬ 
ment,  and  oft-times  all  their  en¬ 
tertainment  befides  is  but  a  com¬ 
plement.  Scholars  ufe  it  much, 
and  many  grave  and  great  men 
take  Tobacco  to  make  them  more 
fer viceable  in  their  callings.  T o- 
bacco  is  grown  to  be  not  only  the 
f ,  Phyfick, 
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phyfick,  but  even  the  meat  and 
drink  of  many  men,  women  and 
children.  In  a  word,  it  hath  pre¬ 
vail'd  fo  far,that  there  is  no  living 
without  it  *  that  not  withftandiug 
the  vafl:  Plantations  of  it  in  the 
Weft- Indies  ,  all  our  corn-fields 
would  foon  be  turned  to  gardens 
of  Tobacco  >  were  not  men  re- 
ftraind  from  it  by  the  Civil  Ma- 
giftratc.  It  is  like  Eltas  Cloud, 
which  was  no  bigger  at  fir  ft  than  a 
mans  hand,  that  hath  Suddenly  co¬ 
hered  the  face  of  the  earth:  The 
LorV'Comtreysy  Germany ,  Volandi 
Arabia)  Nrfid;  Tuikp  almoft  all 
Countreys  chive  aTrade  or  it-, and 
there  is  no  commodity  that  hath 
advanced  fo  many  from  fmall  for-* 
tunes  to  gain  great  eftates  in  the 
world.  Donlilafco  of  Athfterdam> 
who,as  I  am  told,  never  knew  his 
own  name  nor  parentage,  by  fel¬ 
ling  Tobacco,  hangs  out  the  fign 
of  Don  dt  relafco,\indet  whom  he 

A  4  was 
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,  was  once  a  poor  fouldier3  and  is  ^ 
called  now  by  his  Generals  name,  i 
But  though  they  that  traffick  in  it , 
leldom  mifcarry5yet  others  by  the  ; 
intemperate  taking  of  it  3  have 
fom  times  brought  themfelves  and 
great  eflates  to  ruine  by  it ,  in  i 
whom  this  Martial  Plant  hath  oc~  ! 
calioned  more  difeafes  of  the1 
mind,  than  it  can  cure  difeafes  of 
the  body  3  though  it  be  of  very 
great  ufe  in  Phyiick. 

I  confefs  that  T obacco  is  a  plant 
of  G  ods  making,and  it  hath  many 
admirable  faculties  in  it3  and  the  , 
fault  is  not  in  the  leaf5  though  it 
be  fophifticated  by  fome3  and  in¬ 
ordinately  abufed  by  others  5  yet 
there  is  Feme  reafon  to  fufpetfv 
that  there  hath  been  much  of  the 
cunning  of  the  Devil3and  of  mans 
perverfe  underflanding  imployed 
in  the  large  propagation  of  it5  be- 
caufe  that  Chrifiians 3  Jews /Turks 
and  Inf  dels,  almoft  all  [mankind. 
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who  are  naturally  fo  averfe  from  all 
that  is  good,and  prone  to  nothing  but 
mifehief^are  fo  much  delighted  with  it. 
But  in  my  opinion,  the  providence 
God  intended  bydifeovering  this  herb 
to  Christians  amongft  the  Indians , 
that  by  their  daily  coni merce, the  Go- 
fpelot  fefus  Christ  i hould  be  made 
known  to  thofe  Heathen  people,  who 
fit  in  day  kne/S  and  the  Jhadorv  of  death. 
The  Devil  was  much  afraid  of  it,  as  I 
was  enformed  by  one  born  in  England 
of  Spanifh  parentage.  For  when  the 
Christians  came  firft  among  the  Indi¬ 
ans, and  began  to  convert  them  to  the 
Christian  F ait  (as  there  appeared 
fome  iymptoms  of  zeal  at  the  begin¬ 
ning,  though  it  grew  fooncold  at  the 
fight  of  gain)  the  Devil  threatned  to 
levenge  himfelf  on  the  Christians ,  by 
teaching  them  to  take  Tobacco, which 
having  once  tafted  they  fliould  never 
be  able  to  refrain  from  it.'  We  fee  in¬ 
deed  chat  Christians  are  fo  much  affe- 
&ed  with  it,  that  they  cannot  forbear 
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it  •.  but  the  Devil  Teems  to  be  more  a- 
iVaid  tha'u  hurt,  to  think  that  chri&i-  ■ 
am  now  adayes  are  io  zealous  ot  Gods 
gtory,as  to  make  it  their  aim  to  with¬ 
draw  thole  barratrous  people  from  his 
fervke-,  i'orafmuch  as  lean  underhand 
they  havd  made  this  the  leaf!  part  ot  j 
their  imployment,  not  regarding  the 
purpofe  of  God,  nor  his,  ditpenfations 
for  the  faving  of  mens  fouls,  who  de¬ 
fended  from  Adam  as  well  as  them- 
felves,and  may  have  a  fart  in  the  righ- 
teoufneji  ofChrift  as  well  as  they; who 
had  they  but  a  glimpfe  of  that  light 
Chriftians  have,  would  doubtleife 
bring  forth  better  fruits  than  Chrifti- 
ans  do ,  who  by  their  jarring  and  dif¬ 
ferences  one  with  another,  and  by 
minding  To  much  their  own  profit  and 
advantage,  have  given  great  caufe  to 
thofe  ignorant  people  to  blafpheme 
the  name  of  God,  and  to  abhor  the 
Sacrifices  of  the  Lord.  Infomuch  that 
when  they  were  told  that  the  Spani¬ 
ards  went  to  Heaven,  they  faid.  They 
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would  vo  to  Hell,  that  they  might  not  he 
where  thof  c  wicked  Spaniards  were.  So 
that  it  is  likely  (hit  God  feeing  Chri¬ 
stians  now  unworthy  of  his  fervice, 
hath  refcrved  the  converfion  of  that 
people,  untill  fuch  time  as  Christians 
Ifhall  be  more  charitable  and  more 
icompofedinlove  and  unity  amongft 
Ithemfelves.  1  niuft  not  tire  your  pa¬ 
tience  by  writing  a  V olume  upon  this 
fubje<a,lelt  the  portal  prove  too  great 
for  the  houfe.  I  (hall  onely  ipeak 
Ifomething  more  concerning  Tobacco. 
And 

Firft,  It  is  no  great  friend  to  Phy- 
(lrians,  though  it  be  a  phyfical  plant * 
for  the  very*  fmoke  of  it  is  held  to  be 
a  great  Antidote  againft  all  venome 
land  peftilential  difeafes.  It  is  alfo  fin- 
gular  in  Clyfters  againft  the  wind- 
Cholick ,  and  therefore  King  fames 
merrily  faid.  That  was  the  way  to  take 
it :  But  the  Duke  of  Savoy  who  was 
fo  cured  by  it  was  of  another  mind. 
!Th elrifb  they  are  altogether  for  ftiuff 

Tobacco 
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Tobacco  to  purge  their  brains.  The, 
I  tide  Ayes  fwallow  down  the  fmoke  a- 
gainft  wearinefs,  till  they  fall  into  an 
Extafie.  The  upper  Scout  of  Amster¬ 
dam,  as  fome  report,  chews  it  againft 
all  difeafes ,  and  likes  it  better  than 
Partridge  or  Pheafant.  But  the  ordi¬ 
nary  way  to  fuck  it  from  a  pipe,  and 
puff'  it  out  again,  is  held  the  beft  way , 
to  cure  Rheums  and  difti'lations  from  ■ 
the  head.  It  works  fuch  contrary  ef- 
fefts,  that  Philofophers  contend  ab 
moll  about  it, as  much  as  Chymifls  do 
concerning  Mercurvithey  cannot  cer¬ 
tainly  conclude, whether  it  be  hot  and 
dry, or  cold  and  moifpfor  it  quencheth 
thirft,andyet  is  the  fitteftihoing-horn 
to  draw  down  drink, and  to  make  men 
dry  •,  it  abates  hunger, yet  is  excellent 
to  provoke  a  meins  appetite  to  meat : 
It  is  a  fit  companion  for  mirth  or  me- 
lancholy  •,  it  will  make  one  lleep,who 
wants  reft  \  yet  will  it  keep  a  Scholar 
waking  in  his  ftudy ,  and  a  fouldier  up¬ 
on  his  guard.  It  puts  Phyficians  to  a 
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'on-flus ,  for  it  agrees  with  all  ages, 
'xes  and  tempers.  D.  Fenner  in  his 
ia  recta  ad  vkam  longam ,  allows  any 
ian,  be  he  Choleriek,  Phlegmatique, 
inguine  or  Melancholique,  fix  pipes 
day.  Wherefore  fome  objedl,  That 
j  is  a  vain  thing .  I  anfwer  with  So- 
mon ,  fo  are  all  things  elfe,  Vanity  of 
\amties,  all  is  vanity .  Yet  I  (hould 
ounfel  no  man  to  take  it,  who  doth 
pt  ftand  in  need  ofit  3  and  thofe  that 
35to  ufe  it  with  that  moderation  as  is 
inquired  in  the  ufe  of  all  other  things. 
I^hen  thou  haft  found  honey  eat  not 
0  muahofit  *,  Ubi  mzlkhi fel,  where 
bney  is3  there  is  gall  •,  and  in  every 
ing  in  this  world  there  is  fomething 
•  be  avoided.  Nature  her  felf  fpeaks 
e  fame  to  us  with  a  loud  voice  in  this 
lobacco  plant, as  much  as  in  any  thing 
the  world.  For  thofe  two  ground- 
iaves  that  grow  upon  it,  which  the 
)aniards  call  Bajcheros  muft  be  cut 
jk  and  thrown  away,  they  fmell  and 
Ifte  fo  unpleafantly,  that  fhould  they 
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be  mingled  with  the  reft,  they  would 
ipoil  all.  As  therefore  the  Planters 
are  very  carefull  to  caft  thefe  leaves 
away,  fo  ftrould  Chriftiansbe  in  the 
ufe  of  all  temporal  things, to  caft  away 
all  earthly  thoughts  and  defircs  that 
are  too  near  the  ground,  all  that  is  vi¬ 
cious  andoffenfive  to  God  or  map, 
that  all  their  thoughts,  words  and 
deeds  may  be  fvveet  Tented  in  the  no- 
ftrils  of  God,  that  they  may  be  atj 
length  tranfplanted  from  their  uncer¬ 
tain  Plantations  here  on  earth  to  an 
everlafting  Plantation  in  Heaven, 
which  is  the  prayer  of  him  for  your 
Worflrips ,  and  for  all  the  worthy 
Merchants  and  planters  of  this  Nati¬

The  Reason  of  the  Names • 

Ince  that  Galen .  i. 
de  Mtth.  c.  2.  &•  3. 
&.  lib.  1  ad  Thra . 
fjbnl,  faith ;  That 
to  undertake  to  know 
1  a  thing  ,  without  the 
knowing  of  the  explication  of  the  Name* 

B  .  is 
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is  but  to  labour  in  vain  :  It  is  my 
part  to  Difcourfe  firft  of  the  Names'; 
of  this  great  Panacea ,  and  of  their 
firft  Originals ,  and  who  they  were 
that  firfl  taught  us  the  ufe  of  it,which 
I  (hall  exadly  examine. 

Tobacco  took  the  Name  from  the 
Name  of  that  Country  which  is  a 
Province  in  new  Spain  y  in  the  Wc* 
Indies ,  or  the  new  World,  about 
Forty  foure  Miles  above  \JftTexico  ^ 
the  Metropolis  of  Hijpaniola.  In  this 1 
lay  the  Province  Tobacco  which  was 
under  fubjedion  to  the  government 
.  of  Jucatan  ,  ( the  Spaniards  after* 
ward  called  it  the  Province  of  the 
BlefTed  Vidorious  Virgin  ,  beeaufe 
in  the  Y ear,  1 5  1 9.  Ferdinand  Certe- 
fiur.  Founder  of  new  Spain,  won  a 
great  vidory  in  that  place)  here  wa^ 
this  Noble  Plant  firft  found  ,  that 
Cures  alraoft  all  Difeafcs ,  and  from 
thence  afterwards  it  borrowed  the 
Name.  Thofe  o f  TV#  call  it  Pet um , 
fo  doalmoft  all  the  people  that  live 
toward  the  AntartickfPeUy  or  Pici- 
J.Hift.u,  eit  as  ftionardis  holds  ,  or  Perebece - 
’ me  y  as  Oviedus  will  have  it  (yet 
this  is  not  the  proper  name  for  To*- 

bacco , 
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acco ,  bat  is  afcribed  to  fomc  other 
ndian  Plant  by  Authours,  and  it  dif- 
;rs  from  Tobacco,  as  it  appears  to 
le. 

Vulgarly  it  is  called  Nicotian a ,  or 
K jcofiana  ,  from  D.  Johannes  Nico - 
ns  of  Nifmes ,  who  was  Counfeller 
Francis  the  fecond  King  of 
ranee ,  and  Mailer  of  requells  af- 
jrwards,  and  of  petitions  in  the 
ourt,  who  firl!  difeovered  this 
prb  to  France ,  (as  that  moll  fa« 
ous  Knight  and  Sea*  Admiral! .  S? 
^ancis 'Drake,  about  the  Year  1586. 
Me  it  known  in  England )  for 
lofe  fake  it  ought  to  be  gratefully 
;eived  in  Memory  of  him  by  all 
m  ,  unto  whomfoever  the  f ame  of 
s  healing  Plant  {ball  be  brought, 
is  I).  Nicotius ,  when  in  the  Year 
60,  he  was  fent  by  his  King  to  be 
jibafladour  in  Portugal,  It  hap¬ 
ped  on  a  day  that  he  went  to  view 
rifon ,  or  rather  a  work  boufe  for 
Ih  as  are  punilhed  at  Lisbon, 
preat  that  time  the  Kings  Court 
|.  There  a  certain  Noble  Dutch- 
In  who  was  the  chiefeft  keeper  of 
Kings  Archives ,  prefented  him 
B  2  with 
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with  this  Plant,  as  being  aftrangeir 
and  newly  brought  thither  from  th< 
Ifl&nd  Florida ;  The  Embaffadoui 
gladly  received  the  Plant ,  and  bein£ 
rare  and  come  from  beyond  th 
Seas ,  and  which  he  had  never  feei 
before  he  takes,  great  care  to  have  i 
planted  in  his  Garden ,  for  be  under 
flood  before  by  hear  fay,  ofthegreai 
Vertucs  it  had  to  cure  Wounds  anc 
Ulcers,  it  having  been  often  ufed  wit! 
happy  fuccefs. 

Wherefore  the  Fame  of  this  Her! 
fpread  overall  Portugal!,  and  thi 
Spaniards i  and  Portugals  fpeak  muel 
in  praife  of  it ,  and  it  began  to  be  ca! 
led  the  EmbafTadours  Herb.  No 
long  after  be  returning  for  France 
preferved  fome  of  the  Seed  of  it  t< 
Catharina  de  AFedicis ,  Queen  0, 
France ;  Sbee  undemanding  that  thi. 
Plant  was  excellent  for  curing  malig, 
naot  Ulcers  and  Putrified  Sores,  am 
admiring  at  it,as  being  a  new  Univer 
fall  Remedy ,  gave  ft  her  Name;and  al 
ter  that ,  all  France  over,  i£  was  cal 
Fin,  ft*-  W  the  Queens  Herb ,  and  Cathari, 
fit.  in  chi -  naria ,  and  Medvcea.  The  V*rgtni{

|ie  French  King.By  Schwcnckfeldius  y 
nd  others  that  fpake  highly  of  the 
'ertues  of  it ,  it  is  called  the  Sacred 
lant ;  Camerarius  calls  it  the  Vut- 
’.rary  Indian  Plant ;  others  call  ic 
iperina  :  but  upon  what  reafon  I 
how  not.  They  of  Lions  call  itthe 
f ntarUick^  Buglofs  ,  by  Rental - 
fts ,  B KiWQ%fis*  Dodonans  a  moil! 
hous  Writer  upon  Plants,  gives 
the  name  of  Henbane  of  Peruy  but 
0y,  as  I  fliall  ffecw  in  its  place.  Cor - 
gave  this  name  noc  to  Tobacco, 
to  S tr ammonia.  The  Reverend  Car- 
iall  of  S.  Ctnce ,  when  he  was  fent 
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The  Defcripion* 

from  Rome  the  Popes- Nuntio  into 
Portugal! ,  brought  it  fir  ft  from 
thence  to  Rome,  and  therefore  there 
they  cal’cd  it  the  Herb  of  S.  Cruce. 
Some  call  it  Sana  Sap  St  a ,  not  with¬ 
out  a  Catalogue  of  the  great  praifesi 
otic,  fetchtfrom  evident  experiences 
The  Dutches  and  Englifi  call  it  Ta- 
baeh^  Th c  Germans  nsme  it  Bejhg 
JVandhrat ,  Indianifch  WmdtkraHt . 
Jndianijfche  Beinwelle.  Thenet  the 
French  Cofmognpher,  (who  was  ir 
that  Expedition,  which  tsfnno,  1 5  5 5f 
Nicolaus  ‘Duratsdtts  Villagagnonuy 
made  to  Brafil)  in  his  Book  ealrt 
AntarttickJE ranee ,  names  it  Angoul 
moifine  ,  and  boafts  that  he  was  thf 
finder,  and  the  firft  man  that  brough 
this  Seed  into  France.  I  know  no 
whether  he  fpake  the  truth ;  It  feem 
to  me  to  be  an  old  Wives  ftory.  Fat 
him  Columna  mentions  Arabian  To 
bacco  different  from  ours;  whief 
we  do  not  know.  Read  what  t* 

.  moft  Learned  Columna  hath  writt 
in  his  $i>K&ct  of  Plants  that  are  n 
well  known  p.  142.

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colour,  and  reprefent  a  round  narrow ! 
Cup  toward  the  bafis,  and  are  of  a 


pale  green.  The  husks  fucceed  the 


flowers^  and  are  rather  long  than 
round,  and  at  the  top  they  have  a 
long  furrow,  in  the  middle  whereof 
there  comes  forth  a  thick  little  point, 
but  very  fhort  and  red.  From  the 
extream  part  of  each  furrow  there  is 


drawn  a  trench  to  the  bafis,  which  is 
apparent  in  a  yellow  circle.

Ths  third  Kind. 

rHe  third  fort,  called  the  lefTer 
Tobacco,  is  but  a  foot  and  half 
|igh,  and  farre  lower  than  thefor- 
ler.  The  root  is  white,  going  deep 
ownwards,  the  length  of  a  fpan,  as 
lick  as  ones  finger,  and  is  much  fet 
bout  with  leaves  on  the  fides.  The 
talk  is  round ,  fat,  with  fine  down 
pon  it,  of  a  pale  green,  upon  which 
he  leaves  are  green ,  fomewhat 
pund,  fat,  full  of  juyee,  fomewhat 
airy,  not  unlike  to  mad  Nightfhade, 
^ut  they  are  greater  and  more  white, 
he  flowers  are  of  a  yellow  pale 
olour,  ftandingin  dented  leafiecups, 
sarre  fmaller  than  thofe  of  great 
Tobacco,  they  are  holiow ,  and  are 

unfolded 
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unfolded  into  five  blunt  ouoe  divi¬ 
ded  edges,  and  when  thefe  fall, 
there  remains  roundifh  heads  ,  that 
are  full  of  pale  wan  feeds,  like  to  the 
fmall  ones  of  the  former  Tobacco, 
but  they  are  bigger  and  round. 
Bazhinas  cals  this  kind  yellow  Hen¬ 
bane.  CfrUttkiolui  cals  it,  the  third L 
fort  of  Henbane.  At  Lions  they  call ( 
it*  black  Henbane.  Dodoneus  will 
have  it  yellow  Henbane  ;  fo  will  Lo¬ 
me  tr  us.  Gefner  and  Camerarins , 
Tabernomtanus ,  cals  it  Henbane  of 
Peru.  Gefner  cals  it  Priapaja  of  the 
Garden,  and  Cafalpinus  a  kind  of 
Tornabena,  The  Neoterickj  call  it 
fmaller  Tobacco  like  Henbane;  and 
at  Lyons  the  leffer  Tobacco.  The 
Germans  name  it  iv*ndbilfam%  gelb 
IVmdtkraut.  Lobelias  cals  it  a 
doubtfull  kind  of  yellow  Henbane,  1 
with  leaves  of  Nightfhade.  But  I 
with  the  moft  learned  Herbalift  Dale- 
champius,  do  not  think  this  herb  can 
be  referred  to  Henbane  ,  for  their 
faculties  are  quite  contrary,  for  the 
feed  of  this  tails  fh  arp ;  as  alfo  the 
leaves,  if  you  chew  them  they  are  a 
long  time  of  a  hot  taft  in  your  mouth, 

and 
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and  it  cannot  be  extinguiffoed,  but  in 
Jong  time  $  and  this  is  a  great  argu« 
ment  of  heat.  Wherefore  the  famous 
Bo  nan  am  did  not  well  to  call  it 
jHenbane  of  Tern ,  nor  any  of  the 
reft,  for  it  cannot  be  referred  to  any 
kind  of  it,  for  the  leaves  are  notably 
acrimonious,  which  argues  a  hot  and 
no  cold  temperament, like  to  Henbane. 
Noble  Chi fim  cals  this  the  fourth 
kind  of  Tobacco. 

The  Temperament; 

WHat  concerns  the  faculties  of 
the  Male  Tobacco  (  for  in 
this  Difcourfc  I  chiefly  treat  of  that) 
there  is  great  diffention  among® 
learned  men.  Monardes  holds  it  to 
be  hot  and  dry  in  the  fecond  degree, 
and  moderate  in  the  reft;  and  Dale- 
ebampim  holds  the  fame.  Cafalpinw 
faith,  it  is  hot  in  the  firft,  and  dry  in 
the  third  degree.  Edward  Bone  an 
Englijb  Writer,  holds  it  t©  be  hoi 
and  dry  almoft  in  the  third  degree. 
Others  deny  it  to  be  hot,  but  fay  it  is 
extream  cold,  beeaufe  the  fmoke 
troubles  the  miijd.  and  brings  a  man 

almoft 
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alrnofl  Into  an  Extafis ;  and  therefore 
they  referrt  it  ro  fome  kind  of  Hen- 
b  e,  as  I  gave  notice  of  before. 
Bdtthinus  he  fayes  as  much,  moved 
thereto  by  its  ftupefying  quality,  and 
liktncfs  of  the  forme  that  it  hath  with" 
Henbane.  Mercatus  faith,  it  is  ex* 
tream  hot.  Jacebtu  Gohorius  dares' 
nor  give  his  opinion,  but  puts  it  off 
to  fome  other  time.  Lobelim  thinks  1 
it  is  hot  tntenfly  in  the  fecond  degree;, 
and  he  anfwers  Dodon&tu^  that  it  bites 
in  tafte,  and  is  hot  in  the  mouth;  yet  ■ 
Dodonam  afterwards  changed  his :: 
opinion.  I  with  Rencatfnus  fay,  that 
the  green  leaves  sre  hot  and  dry  in  1 
the  fecond  degree  (  which  tempera-^5 
ment  the  Sunne  gives  to  them,  as  itr 
doth  to  the  root  and  ftalk  by  its  heat, 
and  the  Moon  gives  them  their  color)!? 
but  when  they  are  dried ,  they  are  1

The 
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The  Time. 

T  is  fowcd  in  the  Ifland  HijpanioU , 
as  alfo  in  other  hot  clymates  about . 
liVutumn ,  where  almoft  all  the  year 
long  it  brings  leaves ,  flowers  and 
kids.  It  will  grow  with  us,  if  conti¬ 
nual  care  be  to  help  it.  Ic  is  not  fowed 
pith  us  before  the  warm  Spring,  that 
k  about  the  Ides  or  Nones  of  April, 
s  the  weather  is  hot;  for  it  is  chill, 
nd  at  the  fir  ft  fall  of  the  leaf  or  cold 
|reather  it  fades,  wherefore  it  muft 
e  well  fenced  from  cold.  Noble 
'lufim  thinks  it  fhould  be  fowed  in 
I inguft  or  September,  becaufe  the 
pall  feed  lieth  very  long  under 
round  before  it  fpring  forth ,  and 
ping  fowed  in  March,  or  in  the 
pring,  in  Auguft  it  will  bring  flow- 
,  and  now  and  then  feed.  But  we 
Ibd  by  experience,  that  the  feed  of 
obacco  fowed  in  April ,  in  our 
puntrey,  fprings  forth  more  hap* 
jly  and  fooncr ,  and  the  ftalks  are 
ore  fruitfull  and  longer ,  and  the 
ives  are  farre  greater  and  fatter, 
po  when  the  feed  is  fowed  in  Sep¬ 
tember . 
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timber.  The  Plant  is  gathered, 
whentheSunneisinthe  18,  19*  and 
20.  degree  of  Leo .  Being  once 
planted ,  when  the  feed  comes  to 
be  ripe,  it  will  fowit  felf  plentifully 
of  its  own  accord  in  many  Gardens 
and  Fields,  whether  it  is  carried  by 
force  of  winds.  It  is  fowed  in  the 
inereafe  of  the  Moon  ,  and  cut 
when  the  Moon  decreafeth.  The 
feed  is  dedicated  to  Aquarius  and 
Mars ,  being  very  hot ,  which, 
quality  it  hath  from  Mars.  In 
Winter  it  can  hardly  be  kept  but  in 
pots  or  woodden  chefts ,  or  little 
baskets  made  with  ofiers,  and  that: 
in  Panteries  ,  and  places  under, 
ground,  or  hot  houfes,  or  ftowes, 
andfo  it  may  be  preferved  without 
hurt  for  three  or  four  years.  Ca* 
falphm  woald  alfo  have  the  ftalks 
planted,  yet  Bsfilius  Teflerus  E* 
ftettenfis  faith  ,  he  tried  that  in  bis; 
Garden,  bat  it  proved  in  vain. 
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IT  loves  a  fat  and  pleafant  foyl,  the 
Bed  to  be  plain  ,  fmooth ,  black, 
weil  drefied  ;  it  loves  not  fandy  nor 
iclay  ground ,  nor  doth  it  delight  in 
gravel  •  wherefore  it  is  no  fmall 
charge,  if  every  other  year  it  be 
dunged  with  Oxe  dung  •  fome  fife 
a(hes  very  fine  and  mingle  them,  but 
that  comes  forth  very  (lowly ,  and 
jnakes  it  long  before  it  come  to  per- 
"etftion.  It  wonderfully  defircs  water, 
md  therefore  it  muft  be  watered^ 
fpecialiy  in  fuch  dayes  as  are  very  fair 
vhen  there  fals  no  rain. 

Let  the  Lands  upon  which  you  fow 
:  be  long ,  and  about  three  foot 
Koad,  that  by  the  furrows  between 
emay  pafson  both  (ides,  that  muft 
full  or  cut  off  the  fuperfluous  leaves, 
for  otherwife  thefe  will  fuck  to  . 
peril felves  the  force  and  nutriment 
if  the  greater  leaves)  dig  the  earth 
'ich  your  finger,  or  a  little  (lick,  and 
Hake  a  hole  in  it,  and  put  into  it  ten 
jr  twelve  grains,  and  put  a  piece  of 
Hxe  dung  both  at  the  boromand  top 
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of  them.  Do  not  put  fewer  feeds 
into  one  hole,  for  they  are  fo  fmali, 
that  they  would  bechoaked  and  loft 
It  hates  told  exceedingly  (as  I  toldp 
you  ;)  and  therefore  you  muft  raife 
a  wail  with  clay  or  ftone  upon  the  i 
North  fide  of  it ,  that  it  may  Jie 
open  to  the  South  Sunne,  that  fo  in 
Winter  it  may  receive  fome  warmth, 
for  then  ic  muft  be  fenced  and  covered 
with  mats  and  ftraw. 


The  Preparation  of  the  Leaves. 

IT  may  at  firft  be  fowed  in  an  open 
field,  and  when  it  is  grown  forth 
to  the  height  of  the  leaves  or  tender 
branches  of  Coleworrs ,  it  may  be 
tranfplantcd,  and  be  fit  apart  in  the 
fur e fkid  long  bedv,  three  foot  broad, 
and  they  muft  be  planred  in  that  or¬ 
der  ,  that  every  plant  may  ftand 
three  or  four  foot  off  from  another, 
lea  ft  when  the  plants  grow  big,  the 
greater  leaves  fhoiftd  touch  and  hurt 
one  the  other,  and  this  would  prove 
to  be  very  great  damage.  But  when 
they  are  growne  fo  great  that  the 
flowers  begin  to  peep  fortb5prefently 

before 
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before  the  flowers  open  themfclves, 
you  (hall  cut  away  all  the  young 
fhoots  and  tops,  with  all  the  fmall 
twigs  on  the  fides ,  and  the  lefler 
leaves  that  ufe  to  grow  between  the 
reft.  For  Tobacco  muft  not  bring 
flowers  or  feeds ,  if  you  intend  to 
preferve  the  force  of  it  entire.  More¬ 
over  at  the  lower  end  of  the  ftafk  of 
|it  there  arc  commonly  two  leaves 
found  (the  Spaniards  call  them 
‘Bafeheros )  which  cake  away  the 
pieplant  tafte  of  Tobacco,  if  they 
be  mingled  with  the  others.  You 
tfhall  therefore  be  fure  to  cut  off  thefe 
with  the  reft  that  are  fuperfluous, 
and  do  not  ufe  them  in  any  ufe  with 
the  reft  (Tor  they  taft  ill,  and  do  not 
fmell  well )  and  leave  but  ten  or 
■  welve  g  eat  leaves  upon  the  ftalk 
Commonly,  when  the  forefaid  final- 
leaves  with  the  fhoots  on  the  top, 
in  i  the  two  Joweft,  and  fnch  as  are 
o  be  rej*eded,arecut  off  But  have 
n  efp  cial  care  that  the  Tobacco 
ou  defire  to  fell  into  tlnfe  Ger - 
Countreys  ,  England  ,  or 
"ranee,  you  fuffer  it  not  to  runne 
o  flower  ,  for  all  the  forces  of 
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it  wilt  be  loft  when  it  flowers. 

Moreover  you  (hall  mingle  and 
bruife  together  the  forefaid  (mailer 
leaves  cut  off  with  the  (mail  fprouts 
and  buds  of  the  flowers ,  (  utterly 
reje&ing  thofe  two  greater  leaves  ac 
the  bottom  called  Bofcheros ,  as  being 
good  for  nothing,  and  unprofitable) 
and  having  preffed  forth  the  juice, 
you  (hall  boy l  it  in  the  beft  fweec 
ftrong  Sfanifb  Malago  wine  (others 
adde  to  itDants  Ale,  and  you  (hall 
skim  it  well,  and  when  it  is  well  pu¬ 
rified,  you  (hall  putin  goodftore  of 
fait,  that  the  juyee  may  be  as  fair  as 
Sea  water,  then  caft  in  a  good  quan¬ 
tity  of  Anni-feed,  and  Ginger  beaten 
into  very  fmail  pouder,  and  let  it 
boy!  one  hour  longer,  then  let  it 
ftand,  that  the  dregs  may  fettle  to 
the  bottom,  and  pour  off  all  that  is

clear. 


You  mud  keep  this  juyee  thus 
boy  led  (the  SpanijiM  it  Caldo)  in 
a  veffel  clofe  ftopt,  that  the  forces 
may  be  kept  within,  until!  fuch  time 
as  the  greater  leaves,  which  you  left 
upon  the  ftalk  (for  in  thefe  refides  all 
the  ftrengthof  the  plant)  are  grown 

ful 
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full  ripe,  which  when  they  are  come 
to,  you  fhali  prefently  cut  them  off 
next  to  the  ftalk ;  and  you  fliall  fee 
the  forefaid  juyee  or  Caldo  upon  the 
fire,  and  boyl  it  almoft  (  yet  it  muft 
not  boyl ,  for  fhould  it  boyl  ,  the 
flrengthof  it  would  flie  away  to  no¬ 
thing  )  and  you  muft  dip  all  the  faid 
leaves  in  that  juyee  feverally.  But  if 
it  be  too  troublcfome  to  dip  all  the 
leaves  in  one  by  one,  you  muft  fpread 
a  woollen  doth  on  the  ground  upon 
a  floor,  or  in  a  barn,  or  place  where 
the  wind  hath  no  power,  though  it 
fee  in  the  open  air ;  and  upon  this  y  on 
fhali  lay  a  row  of  leaves,  as  clofe  as 
to  touch  one  the  #ther ,  and  upon  this 
rank  of  leaves  you  fhall  lay  another 
rank  of  leaves  in  the  fame  order ,  yet 
[not  wet  in  the  forefaid  juyee  ;  and 
taking  into  your  hands  a  great  water¬ 
ing  veflel,'  which  you  muft  dip  into 
the  faid  juyee  or  Caldo,  you  fhali 
[water  by  fprinkling  all  the  forefaid 
[leaves,  and  thofe  being  watered,  you 
[fhali  lay  upon  them  a  third  and  fourth 
[rank,  and  fo  forward  a  fifth  rank, 
[and  upon  that  a  fixth  of  new  leaves, 
[fprinkling  all  the  rows  with  the  fore- 
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faidEwer,  or  with  a  brufh,  ftill  ob- 
ferving  the  fame  order ,  untill  fuch 
time  as  the  leaves  thus  difpofed  in  or¬ 
der,  rife  to  be  a  foot  and  half  high. 
Then  you  puft  cover  the  leaves ,  yet 
hot  with  the  liquor,  newly  fprinkicd 
upon  them,  with  other  woollen 
clothes ,  that  all  the  rows  of  the 
leaves  may  hold  their  former  heat 
and  lie  to  ferment.  But  if  that  heat 
or  fermentation  cannot  be  procured 
by  thofe  woollen  clothes  covering 
the  leaves,  you  may  lay  Horfe  dung 
upon  thofe  clothes,  to  raife  the  heat, 
tocherifh  the  leaves,  and  make  them 
ftand  in  a  conftant  fermentation. 
But  chat  they  may  not  grow  over  hot, 
youmuft  often  look  upon  the  leaves, 
Untill  they  change  colour  And  if  by 
the  heat  they  begin  to  look  any  whit 
red,  and  to  appear  fo  (  which  may 
befeen,  if  the  leaves  be  held  agamft 
the  light)  it  is  time  to  uncover  the 
leaves,  and  to  take  the  coverings  a- 
way  ;  for  being  too  much  heated, 
they  would  grow  black,  which  is  a 
fign  of  burning ,  and  of  corruption, 
and  there  muft  be  princpal  care 
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this  is  the  chicfefk  thing  to  be  ob. 
erved. 

Tobacco  being  thus  warmed  and 
fermented,  the  forefaid  leaves  muft 
be  hanged  up  with  fmall  packthreds, 
thrufting  the  needle  through  the 
greater  nerve  of  the  leaves ,  that  is 
on  the  backfide,  and  fo  they  tauft  be 
hanged  up  in  a  windy  place ,  but 
not  very  high ,  where  the  Sunnc 
(bines ;  for  by  the  Sonnes  heat  ail 
their  forces  w'ould  vanifh.  When 
the  wind  hath  dried  them  enough  , 
they  muft  be  bound  in  bundles, 
binding  them  with  cords  as  hard 
as  you  can,  fo  that  each  bundle 
muft  be  as  great  about  in  the  eir- 
jcumfcrcnce  of  it,  as  a  great  Spa- 
nijb  Bailer  ;  but  above  all ,  take 
jeare  that  they  be  moft  clofely 
ibound  together.  The  leaves  of 
Tobacco  thus  prepared ,  muft  be 
idiligently  and  clofely  pack'd  in  vef- 
fels,  chrufting  them  in  as  much  as 
jyou  can.  And  by  this  prepa¬ 
ring  and  preferring  of  Tobacco, 
it  will  have  excellent  force  and  ver- 
tue.

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Note  (in  Spanifti  or  Malago 
wine )  T his  Way  of  preparation  is  , 
of  later  time  5  and,  invented  by  the 
Spaniards  for  the  ufe  of  themfelves 
and  ft  rangers.  For  it  is  proba¬ 

ble  that  the  Indians,  that  are  the 
Inhabitants  (  untill  fuch  time  as 
Wine  Wat  brought  unto  them  fronu 
ether  parts  beyond  the  Seas )  ufed

of  the  greateft  part  is  to  be  fyfpe  fled  ,as 
I  being  moft  frequent Ij  Sophifticated , 
(Agrippa  lib.  de  Vaintate  Scient. 

C.  84  )  faith ,  Adulterated ,  or  fuck 
as  are  to  be  rejefled  ,  or  are  Suffocated 
in  the  Ship  in  the  P dfj age ,  or  Sobbed 
in  the  Abater,  or  corrupted  Voithage^.

THc  Spaniards  have  learned  that 
Tobacco  is  an  enemy  to  the  moft 
deadly  Poyfon  that  the  Cannibals 
were  wont  to  dip  their  Arrows  and 
Darts  in.  It  happened  that  fome' 

Cannibals 
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annihals  Sailed  in  their  boats  to  Sc 
^wjPort,  to  (hoot  all  the  Indians 
(id  Spaniards  they  could  find  and  kill 
iem  with  their  Arrows  ,  when  they 
ere  Arrived  they  wounded  home  /»- 
ians  and  Spaniards ,  and  Tome  they 
illed.  Thefe  wanting  Sublimate 
^hich  they  were  wontcoftrewup- 
In  their  Wounds  in  fuch  Cafes)  they 
-ere  taught  by  an  Indian  to  annoynt 
bcir  Wounds  with  the  juyee  of  To- 
acco  prefled  forth  ,  and  to  lay  a 
ruifed  Leafe  upon  them  .*  The 
ains  prefently  ceafed  ,  and  all  thofe 
ymptoms  which  ufe  to  attend  fuch 
Vounds ,  the  Poyfon  was  quickly 
onquered  ,  and  the  Wounds  were 
bred. 

It  chiefly  oppofeth  Hellebore;  the  Agninft 
jving  of  Spain  would  needs  try  this  ,  Helebore. 
ind  commanded  a  Huntfman  to 
yound  a  Dog  in  the  throat,  to  ftrew 
hellebore  into  it ,  and  after  that  to 
>utin  plenty  of  the  ju^ce  of  Tobacco, 
nd  lay  on  the  bruifed  Leaves ;  this 
vas  done  prefently,  and  the  experi¬ 
ment  was  made  ,  the  Wound  being 
bound  up ,  in  a  very  fhort  time  the 
£)og  was  recovered ,which  made  them

The  Gentle  Woman 
thought  of  a  way  how  to  wrap  up  a 
Leafe  of  Tobacco  bruifed  in  butter, 
and  to  thruft  that  down  the  Cats 
throat,  this  was  dene,  and  the  Cat 
foon  caft  up  the  Poyfon  and  ef*

It  is  worth  obferving  what  the 
and  £kirft.  m0^  Learned  Monardes  Writes,  that  J 
the  Indians  do  flop  hunger  and  third:  J 
by  the  ufe  of  Tobacco  in  this  fafhion.  ?? 
They  burn  fome  fhels  of  fhellFifh  of 
the  Rivers ,  and  then  break  them  |j 
like  Lime,  they  take  as  much  Tobac* 
co  Leaves  as  of  this  Lime  ,  and  they 
chew  them  untul  they  come  into  one 
Lump,&  of  this  they  make  Trochcsks 
greater  than  Peas,  and  they  dry 


them  in  the  (hade,  and  keep  them  for 
their  ufe,  when  they  journey  in  de¬ 
fart  places  where  they  cannot  eafily 

cotne 
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omc  by  Meat  or  drink,  they  put  one 
bf thefe  Pellets  betwixt  their  lips  and 
ower  teeth,  and  they  fuck  it,  and 
they  fwallow  down  the  moifture  that 
omes  from  it  inftead  of  meat  and 
ilrink ,  when  that  is  fpent  they  take 
mother.  This  way  they  will  live 
vitheut  Meat  or  Drink  for  three  or 
our  dales,  and  be  never  weary  or  lofe 
my  ftrength ;  for  by  continuall 
Shewing  of  thefe  Pellets  they  draw 
"legmatique  Humours  from  their 
drains,  which  their  ftomach  digefts 
nto  nutriment  for  want  of  better 
bod.

Sc 
laftward  ,  toward  the  Fountaine  of  C 
langes,  \  here  are  men  called  Afiomi, 
hat  want  mouths ,  and  live  only  by 
jthe  Aire,  and  fweetfmels  they  draw 
In  by  their  Noftrils ;  they  have  nei-  . 
her  Meat  nor  Drink,  but  they  live 
>nly  by  the  fweetand  fragrant  fents 
of  Roots,  Flowers,  and  wilde  Ap¬ 
ples  :  which  could  not  be  unlefs  they 
were  truly  nourifhed  :  for  life  and 
riourifhment  are  almoft  all  Gne.  f  o* 
oannes  Alexandrians  opening  that 
Mace  of  Hippocrates  fexto  Efid°w*°m 
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rum  ,  faith,  that  D emocrittu  the  Ahl 
derite  a  P  hi  U fop  her  (ft  hen  the  Feafl 
of  Ceres  wm  nigh ,  hang  reunified  thu 
he  would  not  pollute  hu  houfe)  Uvtt\ 
onely  ftitb  the  vapour  and  fent  of  Ho  i) 
nej  for  four  dates.  This  is  the  opinf 
on  of  feme  men,  from  whom  he  re-: 
laces  ic,  but  others  fay  it  was  done; 
by  the  imel!  of  new  bread  hot  frorq 
the  Ovtn,  Oribaftm ,  i.  Aphor.  Com j 
J  2.  mentions  the  lame  thing,  faying.

But  litre  i?  a  tnoft  notable  mi  hake  to 
put  40  for  4  but  by  the  figures  ic 
might  be  quickly  overfiipt.

fuppofed  forrow  to  be  removed  by  it.

After  the  fame  example  the  Indian 
Priefts  which  they  cailBuIgiri,  being 
in  confutation  concerning  the  event 
of  any  bufinefs,  were  wont  to  drink 
the  fmoke  of  Tobacco,  to  make  them- 
felves  mad ,  and  to  enquire  of  the 
Divel  concerning  any  bufinefs;  For 
the  Indians  were  not  accufiomed  to 
make  warre ,  or  to  undertake  any 
bufinefs  of  cpnfequence ,  but  they 
would  firft  enquire  of  the  Devill  what 
Hiould  be  the  fuccefie  of  it,  who  an- 
fwered  them  by  the  Mouths  of  thofe 
lying  Prophets  made  drunk  with  the 
fmoke  of  Tobacco  :  The  Prieft  be¬ 
ing  conful  ted  with  ,  did  burn  the  dry 
Leaves  of  Tobacco ,  and  he  drew  the 
fmoke  into  his  mouth  by  a  cane  or 
tunnel  #  as  now  a  daies  our  Country 
Men  do  too  much  (the  more  the 
pitty)  being  made  fo  drunk  with  the 
fmoke,  untill  he  fell  faft  afleep,  being 
deprived  of  all  his  Senfes ,  and  being 
rapt  into  a  certain  extafie ;  he  fell 
down  upon  the  ground ,  where  he 
lay,  moft  part  of  the  day  or  night 
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iot  able  to  move  •  when  his  drunk- 
[nnefs  was  over,  he  told  them ,  he 
jiad  conferred  with  the  Devil,  and  as 
pe  thought ,  fo  he  delivered  his  mind, 
jyhether  they  fhould  wage  warre,  or 
pt,  or  undertake  a  journey,  and  fo 
ie  gave  anfwers  for  all  things  they 
skedhsmof ;  yet  fo  doubtful!,  that 
et  the  event  be  what  it  would,  he 
puld  eafily  perfwade  the  ignorant 
hultitude,  that  he  fore- told  it  5  and 
bus  he  mifcrably  deluded  thefe  bar- 
|arous  people. 

Alfo  the  Indian  Phyficians  made 
[runk  with  this  fmoke,  and  having 
9ft  their  fenfes,  would  relate  a  thou- 
knd  things  concerning  the  counfd  of 
the  gods,  and  then  they  three  or  four 
imes  rubbed  the  lick  Patients  body 
Lith  their  hands.  In  the  mean  time 
[hey  held  a  bone  in  their  mouth, 
phich  the  fimpkwomerr  afterwards 
Jept  as  a  relique.  Being  demanded 
oncerning  a  difeafe,  they  anfwcred 
ill  things  to  be  well ;  if  it  fell  out 
ptherwife,  they  had  their  excufe 
eady,  the  difeafe  was  mortal :  and  it 
ms  a  capital  crime  for  them  to  neg- 
[eft  their  ordinary  cuftomes.  Thus 
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the  enemy  of  mankind  was  Wont  t 
deceive  the  Gentiles.  ( 

5F obmes  In  fome  places  the  fame  men  wer 

MeteHut.  b0th  their  phyficians  ,  and  then 

*££!?  Priefls- 

in  a  cold  Blit  fincc  the  Effedt*  of  Tobaccf 
are  found  to  be  fo  excellent ,  I  fha 
difeourfe  of  them  more  particu 
lsrly. 

In  Diftillations,  where  a  cold  mati 
ter  is  the  caufe,  make  a  Fumigation 
of  the  dry  leaves  of  Tobacco.  Thtf 
Syrup  of  it  is  excellent,  for  this  will) 
wonderfully  ftay  Defluxions  o 
Rheum.  The  leaves  chewed  or  bruk 
fed  in  the  palate,  do  the  fame.  Thcfo 
melt  the  flegme  that  is  in  the  head,*! 
and  dry  up  the  cels  where  the  Rheum: 
licth,  by  drawing  forth  the  motfturci 
from  the  foremoft  ventricles  of  the 
brain,  by  that  part  which  is  commons 
ly  called  the  Tunnel.  I  know  nor 
whether  there  can  be  a  more  happy  or 
more  certain  Remedy  found  out  for 
this  purpofe. 

Alfo  to  ftrengthen  the  memory  the? 
fmoke  is  excellent  taken  by  the  No- 
ftrils,  for  it  is  properly  belonging  to 
the  brain,  and  it  is  eafity  conveyed)]

into  the  cels  of  it,  and  it  clcanfetb 
that  from  all  filth  (  for  the  brain  is 

I  the  Metropolis  of  flegme,  as  Hipps - 
prates  teacbeth  us  in  his  book  con¬ 
cerning  the  Kernels)  it  muft  be  ta¬ 
ken  three  hours  before  meat,  for  fo 
it  doth  more  conveniently  difeufs  and 
^leanfe  the  peccant  humours.  I  do  N 
not  write  this  for  their  fake ,  who  by  Notc# 
their  daily  mifearriage  abufe  them- 
fdves,  and  fpend  good  time  in  To? 
bacco*(hops,  and  make  of  their  brain 
(which  ijs  the  moft  noble  feat  of  the 
mind ,  and  the  ftore-houfe  of  all 
knowledge  and  learning  )  a  chimney, 
and  a  common  fhore,  and  difgrace  a 
Medicament  that  ts  other  wife  very 
good,  and  make  themfelves  nothing 
but  blowers  of  coles  and  a(hcs.  A  Hiftory 
famous  Praditioner  txLejdenD.Hen- 
rictu  Tlortntiw  ,  fometimes  related 
unto  me,  that  Dr.  Pmv'in s,  a  moft 
experienced  and  excellent  Anatoraift 
of  his  time,  had  once  a  fubjed  for  his 
I  Anatomical  pradice,  whofe  fmelling 
was  quite  loft,  and  there  was  not  any 
thing  left  to  be  feen  of  the  Proceffus 
M ammillares :  And  this  he  con  jc  dp- 
red  ,  by  good  Arguments,  to  have 
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happened  by  rcafon  of  the  parties 
immoderate  drinking  of  Tobacco. 
About  thirty  years  fince  (or  before) 
that  fmoaking  Tobacco  through  the 
Kofe  hath  been  fufpe&ed  and  fpoken 
egainft,  as  if  the  continual  and  over* 
ufing  of  it  did  fill  the  brain  with  all 
vapours,  andlaft  of  all  did  corrupt 
it.  Let  us  hear  what  the  moft  learned 
Dr .  fullus  Raphelengius,  who  defer-, 
ved  exceeding  much  amongft  Scho¬ 
lars  ,  writ  fometimes  unto  me,  His 
words  were  thefe,  I  remember  (  faith 
he  )  that  Dr>  Pauvius,  in  hie  firfi  A - 
natomical  practices,  differed  afirong 
young  man,  and  otherwfe  very  found, 
Whofe  brain  Was  totally  filled  With 
blacky  vapours  like  to  foot,  D.  Pau¬ 
vius  inquiring  into  the  cau/e  of  that 
accident,  and  referring  it  to  Mania, 
or  fome  other  difeafe  of  the  head; 
they  anfiwered  that  Were  acquainted 
With  that  young  manj,  that  the  man 
Was  never  fick >  nor  had  he  the  fal* 
ling  ficknejfe ,  but  Was  fo  given  to 
drink,  T obacco  continually  ,  that  the 
pipe  Was  feldom  out  of  his  mouth , 
and  he  Was  alwayes  drawing  in  that 
fuliginous  vapour  *  Whereupon  Z>.Pau* 
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vius  did  co*je Cure  upon  good  grounds, 
that  heap  of  foot  and  fmeke  Was  con- 
traced  in  the  cavities  of  his  brain  hj 
that  means , 

I  could  alledge  many  more  exam¬ 
ples  of  this  kind,  but  for  brevity  lake 
I  paffe  them  over.  Let  thefe  and  the 
like  dangerous  effe&s  teach  thee,  that 
loveft  this  fmoke  to  avoid  them,  if 
thou  lovcft  the  truth,  and  take  heed 
leaft  that  fweet  Memory ,  which  is 
Ithe  mother  of  the  Mufes,  and  Gods 
delight,  do  turn  her  eyes  from  thee, 
and  thou  be  deprived  of  that  divine 
fclofet  and  lights,  which  are  an  incom¬ 
parable  treafure,  as  being  unworthy 

Ito  poflefs  them.  .  r  , 

But  young  men  efpecially  muft  take  TheTmoks 

(great  care  how  they  fuck  in  this 
fmoke,  for  the  cuftome  and  too  hurtfal  foc 
much  ufe  of  it  ,  brings  their  brains  roung 
Out  of  order,  and  makes  them  to  be  mens  bo 
over- hot ,  fo  that  they  lofe  their  dies, 
good  temper,  and  are  beyond  the 
[bounds  of  their  health,  and  that  fa- 
|cred  anchor  is  loft  irrecoverably.  For 
the  nourishment  of  young  men  re¬ 
quires  a  gentle  moiftare,  to  ftrengthen 
them*  and  make  their  bodies  grow 
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Efpccially  to  their  juft  perfection. 

Chol^vk  f°r.£k°fe  c^ac  arc  cholerick,  whol 
ocr1'  brains  cannot  endure  excefs  of  heat 
for  the  native  heat  would  be  oppref 
fed  by  the  accidental  heat.  See  Ga¬ 
len  hist  Comment,  in  lib .  de  vift. 
[alub. 

It  will  Alfothis  fmoke  doth  vehemently 
caufc  vo-  move  the  ftomack  to  naufeat,  and  top 
vomit,  (as  daily  experience  tcacheth 
us)  namely  by  cleaving  to  the  inward 
parts,  andfo  offending  the  peculiar 
juices  contain’d  in  the  ftomack,  and1 
theMefentary,  itdeftroyes  their  or* 
dinary  operations.  For  in  thrufting 
forth  the  matter  from  the  ftomack  it 
caonot  be,  but  alfo  fomething  muft 
becaft  our,  wherein  the  force  of  na¬ 
ture  refldes;  and  alfo,  because  when 
nature  is  doing  her  office,  (he  fends 
the  nourifhment  into  the  habit  of  the 
body,  as  to  the  circumference,  but 
all  difturbing  and  purgative  things 
dra  w  the  juyees  and  fpirits  to  the  cen¬ 
ter.  Wherefore  nature  is  wonder¬ 
fully  tired  with  thefe  contrary  moti¬ 
ons,  for  fhe  can  endure  nothing  lefs 
than  two  contrary  motions  at  the 
lame  time.  Wherefore  it  is  a  molt 
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tter  enemy  to  the  ftomacks  of  very  Therefore 
any  men,  efpecially  if  they  ufe  to  ic  is  an  0. 
ke  it  prefently  after  Supper  or  Din- 
jr.  And  in  this  refpeet  it  is  milchie-  m ac^t 
pus  to  the  bodies  of  all  found  men, 
j:cordingto# ippoeratesliis  Rule.  2. 
tphorif  37.  It  is  trouble  fern  to  purge 
wfe  that  are  in  good  health .  For 
equent  ufe  of  purging  Medicaments 
ill  foon  make  a  man  old  ;  for  the 
^rces  are  broken  by  the  rcfolving  of 
ie  folid  parts,  by  an  Bjpercatharfit 
f  all  nutrimental  juyee.  Alfo  Celfw 
1  the  beginning  of  his  Book  affirms, 

*hat  Aliments  only  are  fit  for  found 
dies,  and  Phjfick^for  thofe  that  are 
ck,  But  grant,  that  it  purge  not  ic  alters 
*vhtch  yet  is  moft  certain,  as  I  (Ball  the  body/, 
iiew  clfwhere)  yet  it  alters  the  bo* 

|y ,  which  can  never  be  done  in 
ioung  and  ftrong  bodies  without 
ireat  hurt.  Moreover  it  drinks  up 
^e  moifture  ,  and  augments  the 
cat  of  a  perfeft  confutation ,  as 
be  fire  and  Sunne  do  fenfibly  heat 
ach  things  as  arc  expofed  to 
aem. 

Let  us  hearken  to  the  example  of 
UtOy  2,  de  legibtts ,  In  the  begin * 

ning 
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mng  (  faith  he )  I  confirm  it  by  a: 
Law,  that  children  Hntill  they  cornu 
to  be  eighteen  jeer  old3  Jhall  be  whol¬ 
ly  ignorant  of  the  ufe  of  Veine ,  and 
We  tnttft  admonifb  them ,  that  WfF 
ought  not  to  adde  fire  to  fire ,  inti 
the  body  and  the  Jonl ,  Hntill  they] 
become  men  ,  and  begin  to  under gok 
labour  ;  for  Vee  muft  take  heed  thaU 
young  men  be  net  furious  in  their 
habit  of  body  ,  then  let  them  learner 
to  be  moderate  in  drinking  W/W,  un  ¬ 
till  they  come  to  be  thirty  yearei\ 
old.  ■ . : 

if  then  Plato  forbad  young  men  to: 
drink  wine ,  becaufe  by  its  heat  it  fils.^ 
their  brains  with  vapours,  and  with: 
many  hot  fumes,  and  overheats 
their  bodies,  and  not  only  hurts  the 
body,  but  doth  exceedingly  hurt  the 
foul  by  the  ufe  of  it,  as  Cjalen  faith,! 
I.  Sanitat.tuend.  Wine  muft  not  be 
given  to  young  men,  becaufe  it  makes 
them  prone  to  anger  and  to  luft,  andsii 
makes  the  rational  part  of  the  foul 
dull  and  out  of  temper  *  and  doth  not 
thefmoke  of  Tobacco  do  this  farrei 
more?  Wine  is  hot  and  moift,  To-i 
bacco  is  hptter  than  wine,  and  that 

cxcefs 
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excefs  is  the  caufe  of  its  ftrongfmell, 
and  corroding  tafte  :  moreover  in 
place  of  moifture  of  the  Wine ,  the 
heat  of  it  is  joyned  with  drinefs* 
He  that  hath  only  tafted  of  natural 
Philofophy ,  may  eafily  perceive 
from  hence ,  that  it  is  a  thing  full 
of  danger  for  Colerick  Conftituti- 
ons,  and  difpofeth  them  to  burning 
Feavers,  Hefticks,  and  Frenfies,  and 
brings  them  into  unfeafonabie  Melan¬ 
choly  :  For  the  unnatural  heat,  con¬ 
quering  the  natural  heat  of  the  body, 
deftroyes  and  waftes  that,  as  I  faid, 
and  by  the  fame  means  ingendersa 
Melancholy  diftemper,  by  the  con¬ 
tinual  ufe  of  it.  Hence  it  is,  that  the 
3ry  snd  hot  choler  is  afterwards  in- 
lamed  •  but  this  is  done  by  degrees, 
find  infenfibiy  in  the  y  oungcr  age,and . 
ilfo  by  rcafon  of  the  frequent  drink- 
ng  in  of  Beer,  ( for  our  Tobacco- 
bills  ufe  to  do  fo  )  and  this  hinders 
hat  the  alteration  cannot  be  fo  fud* 
(ainly  made.  Galen  defanitatauend, 
faith.  That  the  be  ft  manners^  proceed 
\rom  the  be  ft  temperament.  And  he 
Vrit  a  whole  Book  for  that  end,  that 
lie  might  prove  the  affe&ions  of  the 
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mind,  to  follow  the  temperament  of 
the  body.  Which  thing,  though  it 
be  principally  to  be  underftood  of 
that  Original  temperament  which  we 
received  from  our  Parents  :  Yet  as 
that  is  changed  either  naturally  by 
age,  or  accidentally  by  fucking  to 
muchfmoak  of  Tobacco,  or  fome  o- 
ther  external  meanes,  fo  a  great 
change  of  the  affe&ions  and  inclinati¬ 
ons  of  the  mind  ufeth  to  go  along 
with  it  •  and  as  heat  and  acrimony 
grow  and  dwell  in  the  blood,  fo  rafh- 
nefs  and  fury  do  in  the  foul. 

The  Blood  being  now  made  thick 
and  congealed,  the  mind  grows 
ftupid  and  fad ;  and  in  fome  men 
this  is  too  apparent,  though  others 
do  prudently  difTemblc  and  cover  it. 
Therefore  I  cannot  fee  how  that  o- 
vermuch  drawing  of  fmoak  of  To¬ 
bacco  to  the  brain  and  noftrils  can 
be  done ,  but  it  muft  overthrow 
theperfed  ftate  of  mens  bodies  and 
minds,  the  proportions  of  the  cold 
elements  being  lubdued,  and  promo¬ 
ted  unto  heat ;  being  fpoile  d  of  their 
former  condition,  and  that  not  only 
in  thefe  fmoaky  Companions,  but 
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in  their  Pofterity  alfo ;  fince  the  na« 
tureand  conftitutions  of  the  Parents 
are  naturally  pafied  over  unto  the 
Children  :  and  withall,  the  affedi* 
ons  of  the  mind  that  depend  upon 
them.  For  faith  the  learned  Fer- 
nelins*  With  what  Difcafc  foever  the  L.  »,  de 
Father  is  troubled  when  he  begets  the  ll&m- 
Child ,  the  fame  T>ifeafe  pajfeth  to 
the  Child.  And  Galen  writes  thus  :  Lib  decan. 
The  Father  gives  the  form,  nature  fis  Morbor. 
and  e fence  to  the  Child.  When 
therefore  the  Humours  of  the  body 
have  contraded  this  (harp  heat  and 
drinefs,  by  the  too  much  fmoaking 
of  Tobacco,  the  Father  gets  a  Son 
like  himfelf ;  but  fuch  an  one  as  wants 
natural  moyfture ,  which  (hould 
prolong  his  life  ,  and  (liould  difpofe 
him  to  ingenuous,  pleafant  andfociable 
manners.  Let  Avicenna  fpcak,  Fen. 

1.  g.e.  It  is  in  the  -power  of  Art  to 
hinder  that  corruption  jhall  wot  breed 
in  us,  and  that  natural  met ftur e (h all 
Continue  longer  ,  that  it  be  not  foon 
iiffolved  by  drying  and  burning  caufes, 
fnd  that  every  body  may  be  made  to 
wld  out  fo  long  as  it  pojftbly  may  do 
7  its  natural  temperament.  And 
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he  (hews  afterwards  in  few  words, 
by  what  helps  Art  can  perform  this ; 
namely  ,  by  a  three  fold  Caution 
laid  down  by  Art.  One  in  a  due  j 
Adminiftration  of  Meats  and  Drinks, 
in  the  quantity,  quality,  fubftancc  ; 
manner  jOrdcr^nd  meafurcandtimeof 
them  :  Not  negk&ing  in  the  mean 
while,  the  occafion  of  the  place , 
which  is  another  Caution  to  take  1 
heed  of  Corruption.  The  third  is  in  f 
forbidding  and  forbearing  thole  1 
things,  which  fince  they  can  natu¬ 
rally  hurt  life,  they  do  in  a  fhort 
time  difTolve  the  radical  moifture ,  1 
and  fo  they  cut  off  life  in  a  mo¬ 
ment.  Such  are  watchings,  cares,  5 
griefs;  alfe  the  ufe  of  things  that  1 
vehemently  heat  and  dry,  whence  ? 
of  neceffity  at  length  (  for  want  of  1 
convenient  food )  the  natural  heat  1 
is  extinguished,  and  the  native  moi¬ 
fture  :  And  fo  we  die  by  wafting  and 
confuming  away.  Galen  Je  Tabe  , 
faith,  that  Tabes  is  a  Confumptionof  \ 
a  living  body  ,  by  reafon  of  drim 
nefs.  ,  . 

By  thefe  things  mentioned,  it  is 
eafic  to  coiled,  that  the  ftnoak  of 

Tobacco 
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Tobacco  fhortneth  mens  daies.  For 
being  that  our  native  heat  is  like  to 
a  flame,  which  continually  feeds  up¬ 
on  natural  moifture ,  as  a  Lamp 
lighted,  drinks  up  the  Oyl  by  its 
heat  •  it  follows  neceflarily,  that 
for  want  of  food ,  life  muft  needs 
fly  away  quickly  ,  when  the  pro¬ 
per  fubjed  of  life  is  diffipated  and 
jeonfumed:  for  with  that  moifture, 
ithe  imbred  heat  fails  alfo  ,  and  death 
fucceeds. 

You  underftand  therefore  ( that 
are  Tobacconifts  )  that  the  footy 
fumes  of  Tobacco,  wherein  you  are 
\m  flowing  (  as  it  were )  in  the 
ieepeft  mire,  are  of  great  force  to 
jfhorten  your  daies.  Q alen  fpeak- 
ng  of  opeing  Medicaments,  aflfert  , 

|fhat  by  the  frequent  ufe  of  them, 
he  folid  parts  of  the  body  are  ;  ^ 
dried,  and  that  the  blood  grows fa-fimp*' 
krofs  and  clotted,  which  being  bur 
tied  in  the  Reines ,  breed  the  (tone. 

(fhe  fame  thing  may  be  truly  main- 
ained  concerning  Tobacco ,  which 
bany  ufe  too  frequently  ,  and  more 
hen  my  do  ufe  tbofe  kind  of  open¬ 
ing  Medicaments ;  for  Jthis  is  more 
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hot  and  dry  then  they  are,  and 
therefore  is  more  forcible  to  hurt 
found  and  well  tempered  bodies. 
Take  warning  therefore  yoii  that 
love  Tobacco,  that  you  do  not  ex¬ 
ceed  in  ufing  too  much  of  it ,  and 
enflave  your  feives  to  this  fuligi¬ 
nous  fmoak,  by  hunting  after  it, 

f  oreettin* 3nd  m‘lkin2  a  8°d  of  ic'  The 
Goifor  59 goods  of  the  body,  are  beauty, 

fmoak.  ftrength,  and  found  health.  The 
moft  grave  Authour  Plutarch,  com* 
mending  the  laft  as  the  beft  of  all, 
r.  affirmed  moft  gravely  and  learned- 
dation'of'  That  health  is  the  moft  divine , 
health,  and  the  moft  excellent  property  of  the 
body ,  and  a  moft  precious  thing . 
There  is  nothing  in  this  world  bet¬ 
ter  ;  nothhing  more  to  be  defired, 
and  nothing  can  be  found  to  be 
more  pieafant.  without  this  (as 
Hippocrates  faith  )  there  is  no  plea 
fare  or  fruit  of  any  other  things < 
This  is  it,  which  in  this  life  fils  all 
pcrfe&ion  :  Without  this  no  ma 
could  ever  be  faid  to  be  happy: 
This  farre  exceeds  the  greateft  Ho 
nours  ,  Treafures  ,  and  Riches, 
a.  Whence  that  of  Horace  is  a 

Sentence 
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Sentence  lemarkablc. 

Not  Houfe  nor  Land,  nor  heaps  of 
Gold  or  Brajs , 

Can  force  the  fick^  Lords  %s4gue 
t *  overpafs  : 

Nor  move  cares  from  his  mind  ;  he 
muff  have  health ,  \ 

who  thinks  to  ufe  Well  What  he  gets 
in  Wealth, 

Cicero ,  who  was  both  the  Father  yheway 
and  Prince  of  the  Latin  Tongue ,  toprcferve 
feeras  to  me  ,  in  L.  z.  officiorum ,  health, 
to  fet  down  before  all  others  cnoft 
excellently  ,  the  gcnerall  reafan  of 
preserving  health.  Health  (  faith 
he  )  is  preferved  by  knowing  a  mans 
own  body ,  and  obferving  thofe  things 
that  do  a  man  good  or  harm  •  and  by 
moderate  diet  of  aU  forts  ;  and  in 
cloathing  to  defend  the  body  $  and  in 
refraining  pleafures  3  dec.  What 
could  be  faid  more  divinely,  or  more 
fully  ,  or  more  eloquently  by  any 
man,  I  cannot  perceive;  for  the 
univerfal  method  of  maintaining 
health,  is  contained  in  it  very  ele» 
gantly.  It  is  a  moft  worthy  Sentence, 
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and  fit  to  be  ingraved  in  the  mind  of 
thofe  who  are  ftudious  of  their 
health.  Letusufe  fuch  things  where¬ 
by  nature  is  helped  and  refrefhed  : 
Let  us  beware  of  fuch  things  that  we 
find  do  us  hurt ,  and  that  by  Na¬ 
tures  dire&ion.  Which  fas  Cato 
faid)  id  the  mo  ft  excellent  Leader  for 
our  life,  declaring  by  many  figns  , 
What  things  Jhe  defires,  Vvhat  ft>e  ab¬ 
hor  res  :  And  to  re  ft  ft  Nature ,  is  no¬ 
thing  elfe,  then  to  do  like  the  Gy  ants, 
and  to  fight  againft  God.  This  con¬ 
tinence  fhould  be  obferved  in  all  our 
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food,  cloathing,  and  abftaining  from  1. 
pleafures.  Continence  makes  the 
body  cheerfull,  healthful!,  and  firm : 
And  abftaining  from  pleafures  doth  A

To  be  deprived  of  his  fto- 
lach  >  To  confume  by  wafting  his 
idical  moifture?  To  be  tormented 
thFeavers,  and  to  be  vexed  with 

many 
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many  other  Infirmities?  Are  n<| 
thefe  brave  rewards  for  taking  h 
pleafure  ?  I  think  with  Galeny  th 
it  were  better  ( if  any  man  hai 
brains  in  his  head  )  to  die  a  thoufan^ 
times .  then  to  lead  fuch  a  life.

To  draw  to  a  Condufion  •  I  deny 
fiot,but  that  for  cold  and  moift  bodies 
where  the  brain  is  Iarg?5  and  where 
the  parts  are  feeble,  by  rcafon  of  too 
much  moifture,  and  where  there  is  a- 
boundance  of  ftegsj  joined  with  it  9 
pr  where  that  juyee  offends  the  brain 

with 
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with  a  (baking  cold  :  (  The  figns 
whereof  are  palenefs ,  and  no  veins 
to  be  feen ;  where  the  hair  (lands 
ftraight,firm,  and  are  yellow  ;  where 
they  cannot  endure  cold,  and  where 
the  temper  of  the  whole  body  is  cold 
and  iliifs  5  where  drowfinefs  and 
fleepinefs  arc ,  and  the  Mouth,  No- 
idrils,  and  Eyes,  are  full  of  moifture. ) 
this  fumigation  may  be  good  to  em¬ 
pty  that  fink  of  naughty  and  cor¬ 
rupt  matter ,  and  to  (hut  it  out. 
Yet  I  cannot  think  it  fafe  at  all,  ro 
take  this  fmoak  even  in  this  refped, 
but  with  Cautions  and  Confiderati- 
on  ;  and  the  ehiefeis,  that  it  be  taken 
for  nece(Iity,and  not  for  lull  and  in¬ 
temperance  :  Let  there  be  fparing  and 
modertaion  ufed.  But  firft  purge  the 
head  with  freezing ,  with  the  powder 
of  Tobacco  (  as  I  (hall  fay  in  another 
place.)

I  think  the  mod  convenient  way 
is,  to  make  Pipes  you  fuck  it

!  Pipes  made  of  Clay,  to  draw  forth 
r  the  fume  of  Tobacco  leaves  fet  on 
;  fire ;  which  grew  amongft  them 
f  in  great  quantity  ,  or  rather  to 
1  drink  it  down  ,  to  preferve  their 
;  health.  The  Enghfh  returning 
from  thence,  brought  the  like  Pipes 
;  with  them,  to  drink  the  fmoak  of 
[  Tobacco ;  and  fince  that  time,  the 
ufe  of  drinking  Tobacco  hath  fo 
much  prevailed  all  England  over, 
lefpecially  amongft  the  Courtiers, 
that  theyjrhave  caufed  many  fuch 
f  like  Pipes  to  be  made  to  drink  To¬ 
bacco  with.  Thefe  are  Ctufipu 
fords  concerning  the  Englifh.  Let 
ieadde  that  great  part  of  the  Low- 
lountries*  Germany,  France,  Italy, 
r arkje ,  Arabia ,  Perjia ,  and  many 
f  the  Inhabitants  of  the  whole  earth, 
if  not  the  greateft  part )  are  taken 
lith  the  feent  of  this  fmoak, that  they 
j>  preferre  this  (linking  and  filthy 
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fmcll,  before  the  mofi  pleafant  per* 
fumes  that  are  in  the  world. But  chiefly 
this  fumigation  is  of  great  efteem  with> 
with  us  in  the  Low  Countries,  and^ 
the  Merchandize  of  Tobacco  prepa-^ 
red,  is  not  the  ieaft  among  other' 
Trafique,  and  the  Merchants  make  a1 
huge  gain  by  it,  if  they  have  but  any J 
good  fortune.  It  is  a  very  fpeedyi 
way,  and  a  vafl;  profit  to  theMer 
chants  of  Hetousland  Zealand ,  who1 
bring  Tobacco  prepared  and  dried1 
from  the  Indies ,  and  fend  it  forth  J 
to  other  Countries,  be  they  never  fo 
wide  off  from  them ,  for  they  gain  <i 
by  it  extraordinarily.  How  many 
thoufands  of  men  may  be  found  inf1 
that  mo§  flourifhing  and  mighty  Ci¬ 
ty  for  trafique  Amfierdam  (to  fay 
nothing  of  Rotterdam  ,  and  other 
Cities  m  this  Province  )  who  at  firftp 
being  but  of  a  (mall  meanes,  for  the 
inoftpart, by  felling  Tobacco,  have*1 
fuftained  themfelvcs  in  their  poverty,! 
and  alfo  abundantly  provided  fori 
tbelr  Families  for  food  and  rayment, 
and  other  ncceffaries,  and  have  gained 
fometbtng  more  for  themfelvcs;  and 
there  arc  fome  that  have  heaped  up 

great 
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great  wealth  by  it.  Yet  I  do  not  de¬ 
fend  them  ,  who  under  a  fpecious 
and  faire  pretence  to  gain  food  and 
fome  final]  matter  ,  by  keeping  To- 
bacco  (hops,  (as  alfo  others  that  keep 
Wine  Taverns,  taphoufes  antfthc 
like)  do  in  the  mean  time  increafc 
their  e&ates  by  keeping  Whores  and 
Bawds  which  they  live  by.  But  that 
the  Curious  Reader  may  fee  how 
mightily  this  Mcrchandife  of  Tobacco 
encreafcth  amongft  the  *Dutch .  I  fay 
undoubtedly  that  this  may  before- 
feen  and  foretold  by  it  ,  and  it  muft 
be  confcflcd,  maugrcall  oppofition* 
that  the  moft  illuftrious  and  moft 
mighty  States  of  Hot! and ,  byafmali 
and  very  tolerable  tribute  to  be  paid , 
impofed  by  them  upon  Tohocco  , 
(which  I  underhand  was  lately  done 
by  them)  may  collect  above  thirty 
thoufand  franks  yearly  at  their  plea- 
fure,by  the  only  cuftome  upon  Tobac¬ 
co  tor  the  publick  treafure,  from  the 
Merchants  that  are  carefull  to  bring  iev  v 
from  the  Indies  unto  us.  * 

fm  to  return  again  from  whence 
we  digrefTsd.  I  faid  that  this  fume 
can  draw  forth  watry  and  cold  hu- 
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mours  from  the  head  *  yet  Hippoera 
tes  his  Do&rine  feems  to  be  agalnft 
this,  5.  Apharifm,  28.  Sweet  Aroma* 
tic  all  J mills  Will  provoke  the  terms , 
and  the  fame  tyotsld  be  often  flood  for 
other  matters ,  did  they  mt  cattfe  the 
head  to  ake .  Where  he  teacheth,  Ga¬ 
len  fubfcribing  in  his  commentary  , 
that  the  whole  body  being  duly  fum¬ 
ed,  will  fend  forth  by  the  Matrix  in 
all  cold  and  moyft  tdi(poiitions,  were 
it  not  that  we  are  affraid  of  that  hea- 
vinefs  of  the  head,  which  proceeds 
from  thefe  fumes.  Since  then  for  a 
Flegmatique  matter  lying  in  the  head, 
thofe  things  are  nor  requifite,  which 
load  and  fill  the  head ,  but  rather 
thofe  things  that  fend  cafe  and  ligh¬ 
ten  it ,  fumigations  that  are  made  of 
things,  that  fill  the  head ,  as  Galen 
himfelf  teacheth  ,  cannot  be  good  to 
be  nfed  in  fuch  a  difpofition  of  the 
brain,  nor  yet  in  any  other. 

But  there  are  many  moft  grave 
Anthours  for  the  other  part ,  who 
exercife  their  pra&ife  with  great 
praife,and  teach  and  highly  commend 
fumigations  in  fuch,  or  the  like  acci¬ 
dents  j  and  to  thefe  men  not  only  daily 
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experience,  but  alfo  rooft  ftrong  rca- 
fon  fubferibes.  For  to  cut  and  con- 
fume  a  cold  and  moyft  humours  col*  Rca^on* 
le&ed  in  the  brain,no  fitter  Remedies 
than  thofe  can  be  found ,  which  have 
power  to  ftrengthen ,  attenuate,  and 
dry  the  brain ,  and  it  is  certain  that 
the  fume  of  Tobacco  hath  fuch  a  fa¬ 
culty.  For  it  heats,  cuts,  attenuates, 
opens  and  refolves  :  Therefore  this 
fmoke  drawn  in  by  the  Mouth  and 
Nofe  to  dry  and  heat  the  cold  and 
moyft  excrements  of  the  brain,  may 
be  proper  and  ufefull* 

To  anfwer  the  former  argument  Note- 
that  is  againft  it ,  obferve  that  it  is 
very  neceffary  to  confider,  for  the 
ufe  of  this  remedy ,  what  the  temper 
ot  the  brain  is  as  I  fa  id,  and  what  the 
humour  is  that  abounds  in  it ,  for  if 
it  be  hot  it  will  be  much  filled  and 
burdned  with  the  fmoke  of  Tobacco, 
and  the  caofe  of  this  event  lyeth  in 
the  heat  of  the  part ,  (for  heat  natu¬ 
rally  attra&s  heat)  and  alfo  in  the 
largnefs  of  the  paffages  of  a  hot  head, 
whereby  it  eafily  admits  the  Vapours 
that  afeend  :  but  if  the  braine  be  o- 
ver  cold  and  moyft ,  and  then  heap 
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up  fuch  excrements,it  will  not  be  filled 
with  this  fume,  but  will  rather  be  re- 
frefhed  and  dried,  unlefs  perhaps  by 
reafonoffo  great  natural!  weaknefi, 
or  weaknefs  contra<fted  by  adifeafe, 
it  can  admit  no  vapours  without  pain 
and  heavinefs. 

Thefe  things  premifed  ,  I  anfwer 
~rr~-  tothe contrary  Argument,  that  Hip' 
fate  arga*  pocrates  in  the  quoted  Aphorifm,muft 
ment.  bcunderftood  concerning  thofe,  who 
have  a  brain  that  is  very  hot  and  moift 
and  weake  withal!  ,  and  thateafily 
is  offended  with  pain  and  heavinefs. 
For  a  cold  and  moift  brain  filled  with 
cold  and  moift  Excrements,  a  hot  and 
drying  fume  (luchasis  the  fmokcof 
Tobacco,)  is  moft  convenient ,  efpe- 
cially  drawn  in  by  a  Pipe  the  way  I 
mentioned  before.  Yet  I  think  they 
ought  to  abftain  from  it,  whofe  heads 
are  not  only  weak  ,  but  are  alfo  of  a 
delicate  nature,  and  are  eafily  difturb- 
ep  and  pain'd  not  only  with  fumes  but 
with  the  moft  temperate  fmels. 
Anmher  Here  f°U0WS  another  queftion  , 
aueftion  namely  whether  the  fume  of  Tobacco 
whether  fwallowed  into  the  Stomach  (which 
ihe  fmoke  euftome  I  find  tobe  in  continuall  ufc

Rea  Tons  are  very  forcible  for  die  bring 
affirmative  part.  The  firft  is  taken  forth  fu- 
ouc  of  the  7.  Aphorifme,  30.  of  Hip- 
focrates  who  fay  thus ;  whomever  they  of  chc 
be  that  in  a  diarrhaa  void  frothy  excre  Brain* 
inerts  by  fool,  thofe  excrements  flow  1  he  atfir— 
from  the  bead  ,  and  from  thence  it  is  oiacivc 
inferred  that  humours  may  be  drawn  Part* 
from  the  head  to  the  ftomach  by  the 
faculties  of  purging  medicaments,  be¬ 
ing  derived  by  the  tunnel.  The  fecond 
is  taken  from  Attuaritu  ,  Mtfues , 
and  other  approved  Authours",  who 
commend  Ag^rick  to  purge  flegma- 
tique  humours  contain'd  in  the  head 
and  the  breft,which  they  would  never 
have  done,  if  the  head  and  breft  could 
not  be  vacua  ted  by  the  belly. 

The  Argument  for  the  Negative  For  the 
partis,  becaufe  according  to  Arifto*  negative 
1.  Sett.  Probl.  42.  When  Plct’ 

medicaments  come  to  the  belly,  and 
are  refolved ,  they  are  prefently  car¬ 
ried  to  the  Veins  by  the  fame  way 
that  the  meat  is,  and  when  they  can* 
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not  be  conco&cd  ,  but  remain  con- 
querours,  they  flip  back  again ,  and 
carry  with  them  thofe  things  that 
piKgisgis  and  that  is  called  purg¬ 

ing.  And  from  thcftomach  to  the 
brain  or  breft ,  there  are  no  pafTages 
found  whereby  a  purging  medicament 
can  pafle  to  allure  the  humours  to  it  : 
Therefore  the  humour  that  is  con* 
tailed  in  the  brain  or  thorax,  cannot 
be  drawn  forth  by  the  fume  of  To¬ 
bacco,  as  by  a  purgative  medicament, 
which  opinion  alfo  of  & Ariftetle  the 
noil  Learned  Fernelim ,  3 .  AFctbx'j. 
ieems  to  defend. 

Note  therefore  for  the  refolving 
of  this  difficulty  ,  that  the  more 
corpulent  fubftance  of  this  fume  doth 
not  pafs  from  the  ftomach  to  purge 
the  brain,  but  ftayeth  in  it,  orfticks 
in  the  Inteftins ,  and  from  thence  it 
draws  forth  thofe  humours  that  are  a- 
greeing  to  it ,  which  may  be  proved 
many  waies.Firft,becaufe  medicaments' 
applyed  outwardly, as  to  the  Navel,  & 
therefore  called  INavel-medicaments , 
to  the  palmeof  the  hand,  or  to  the 
foies  of  the  feet ,  and  fometimes 
applyed  to  the  Noftrils  will  purge  the 
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body  ,  and  yet  they  cannot  proceed 
fo  far  as  to  purge  the  humonrs.  Se-  z» 
condly  ,  Becaufe  we  often  obferve 
that  medicaments  and  pils  are  voided 
almoft  whole,  after  purgation,  which 
could  not  be  if  they  palled  all  the  bo¬ 
dy  over,  to  draw  unto  them  fuch  hu¬ 
mours  as  are  familiar  to  them.  Third* 
ly,  Serafiows  argument  proves  the 
fame,  for  faith  he,  if  a  medicament 
fhould  pafs  to  a  humour,  that  is  farre 
©fffromit,  it  would  joyn  lovingly 
with  it,  and  would  never  draw  forth 
that  it  delights  in  the  fbciety  of;  as 
the  Loadftone  joyaed  to  the  Iron, 
doth  not  draw  the  irontofomeo- 
ther  place,  but  detains  and  holds  it 
there.  Wherefore  we  muft  confefle 
that  fome  thin  fumie  fubftance  doth 
rife  from  the  ftomach,  by  the  veins 
and  other  fecret  paffages,  not  only  to 
the  brain ,  but  alfo  is  diffbfed,  we 
cannot  fay  how,  to  all  parts  of  the 
body.  * 

Hence  it  is  clear, that  • rfriftotle  laid  Ariflotks 
not  right,  chat  purgatives  pafs  all  the  rca^n  , 
body  over ,  and  fo  draw  the  peccant  confutcd*  ’ 
humour,  as  taken  captive  into  the  fto- 
roach, 
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The  q«e-  Thofc  things  being  thus  obferved 
ftion  deei-  wc  anfwer  to  the  difficulty,  that  pur- 
ded.  gatives  do  not  pafs  through  the  body 
to  atcrad  humours  that  agree  with 
them  ,  but  they  flay  in  the  ftomach, 
and  by  their  force  and  Vertue  they 
draw  them  unto  them  from  all  parts 
of  the  body  by  waits ,  that  though 
they  are  unknown  to  us,  yet  they  are 
not  unknown  to  nature.

dioerity.  whole  body ,  follows  the  tempera* 
The  ne-  ment  contraded  from  thefirft  gene¬ 
ration.  Since  therefore  the  tempe¬ 
rament  belongs  to  the  whole  living 
Creature,  and  not  to  one  part  alone, 
the  humour  cannot  be  dried  up  in  the 
brain  nor  in  any  other  part  of  the  bo* 
dy,  but  it  muft  alfo  be  dried  up  in  the 
whole  body. 

Now  that  the  temperament  tnuft 
be  aferibed  to  the  whole  body ,  and 
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ot  to  one  part  only,  is  proved  from 
tie  1 .  and  3 .  Books  of  Hippocrates 
Ipidem.  From  the  gray  mfs  of  the  eyes  , 
harpnefs  of  the  voyee  ,  and  black 
ai/e  ,  you  may  conclude  that  the 
emperament  of  the  whole  body  is

But  Galen  is  for  the  contrary  part,  The  con- 
2,.  de  temper,  e.  ulu  where  he  trary  parr 
proves  by  many  arguments ,  that  it 
is  not  neceffary  thaft  all  the  parts  of 
the  body  fhould  follow  the  temper  of 
fhe  whole.  For  though  in  a  tempe¬ 
rate  body  and  very  well  configured  an 
cquall  temper  may  be  found  over  all 
Ithe  body  ,  but  in  others  that  are  dif¬ 
ferent  from  this  exquifice  temper  and 
juft  difpenfation ,  it  cannot  be  Uni- 
verfally  true  5  for  a  man  may  have  a 
large  breft  and  full  of  haire,  and 
I  therefore  like  a  Lion  have  a  moft 
j  hot  heart ,  and  be  exceeding  bold; 
yet  it  follows  not  that  all  his  body 
over  muft  be  fo  hot  So  we  find  daily 
(to  pafs  by  other  examples)  that  ma¬ 
ny  men  have  hot  livers,  and  yet  cold 
brains ,  and  the  contrary  in  others , 
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that  it  is  no  wonder  that  if  one  man 
who  hath  the  reft  of  his  veins  of  his 
body  fweJIing  forth  ,  have  the  veins) 
of  his  head  and  brain  after  a  fort  dried 
up  ^ot  Galen  addes  that  this  may  be 
done,  and  that  the  excefs  of  Intern 
perance  in  one  part,  may  be  the  caufe 
of  the  contrary  excefs  in  the  reft,  and 
make  them  weak,  or  the  ftrength  of 
one  part  may  be  anfwcred  by  the 
ftrength  or  weakenefs  of  another. 
Anfwcr  to  anfwer  the  contrary  argument  5 
the  argtt-  when  Hippocrates  collects  from  the 
ment  con-  colour  of  the  eye  or  fharpnefs  of  the 
trary.  voice,  what  is  the  temperament  of  the 
whole  body  ,this  may  be  taken,as  if  he 
did  fearch  for  the  fame  things  in  the 
equal  1  temperament  of  the  whole  bo¬ 
dy  ,whereofhe  finds  fome  tokens  inthe 
part*  5  or  he  may  be  underftood  thus, 
when  other  figns  in  the  whole  body 
coneurre  to  fignifie  the  fame.  For 
example,  if  there  be  figns.  of  heat  in 
the  whole  body,  and  a  great  voyce 
and  large  breft  be  joyned  with  them , 
it  is  evident  by  thele  figns  that  the 
whole  body  is  hot  :  which  muft  alfo 
be  underftoode  concerning  the  com¬ 
plexion  of  the  brain,  and  other  parts, 

that 
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lat  muft  be  compared  with  the  tern- 
trament  of  the  reft.  I  fay  that  fuch 
Hyp  for  many  years  and  by  much  ta* 
ling  of  it  are  ufed  to  this  fmoke  in 
heir  mouth  and  noftrilis ,  to  thofe  it 
loth  iefs  harm,  For  cuftome  k  nature  Q^cm^ 
Vqutred^  as  Galen  faith,  2 .demstu  what  } 
\hJc.  and  2  de  tempament ,  or  it  is  i* 
n  acquired  habit,  by  many  adions 
pneerning  one  thing  ufed  for  a  long  *• 
me;  and  this  habit  by  cuftome  is 
lade  Agreeable  to  nature.  Whence 
ivine  Hippocrates,  2.  Aphorifm.  $0. 
peaks  thus.  Thofe  things  that  We 
Ire  accuftomed to  f  hough  they  he  Coffey 
\tt  they  do  us  lefs  harm ,  than  thofe  that 
»e  are  not  ufed  to  ,  and  therefore  We 
L uft  ufe  W hat  We  are  Wonted  to.  This 
;  a  moft  true  axiome  and  cannot  be 
pntradided ;  For  all  things  that  are 
ccuftomed ,  as  they  are  ft) ,  are  lefs 
Jurtfull  than  things  we  are  not  won- 
||ed  to  :  for  by  cuftome  things  that 
re  worfe  are  made  familiar  to  nature, 
ind  therefore  are  not  dangerous*  For 
[vhat  nature  is  acquainted  with ,  is 
pont  to  be  harmlefs.  Cuftome  is  of 
uch  confequence  ,  that  from  that 
In  preferving  of  health  or  curing  of 
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difeafes  we  may  have  great  indication 
and  not  much  lcfs  than  we  can  front 
nature,  as  both  Hippscrates  and  Ga¬ 
len  intimate  in  many  places.  For 
lince  nature  alwaies  delights  in  whats 
itisufed  to,  (as  Galen  faith,  8.  AfeA i 
thod.)  it  is  cercain  that  every  one,; 
ought  to  keep  his  cuftome :  for  from; 
cuftome  as  well  as  from  nature  and,; 
age,  great  conclufions  may  be  made.) 
Since  then  Hippocrates  and  Galen  af-» 
firme  that  we  mull  hold  to  what  wei 
are  wonted  to  ;  what  a  great  danger; 
would  it  be  to  leave  off  this  cuftome 
which  is  confirmed  by  fo  many  years,  n 
as  this  is  to  fmoke  Tobacco,  in  a  Pipe 


at  the  Mouth  and  Noftrils ,  and  toi 


change  this  to  a  contrary  way,  efpe-i 
daily  if  it  be  done  fuddenly  or  imme ^ 
diately ,  as  I  am  perfwaded  all  men 
can  eafily  perceive  ?  Whence  Celfns) 
alfofpeaks,  /.  i.c.  3,  He  is  in  danger 
Who  both  once ,  and  he  that  twice  eats\ 
in  a  day  contrary  to  his  ufuall  enfiomefy 
Again ,  fudden  ea/e  from  violent  U-\ 
boar,  and  fudden  labour  from  great 
eafe  cannot  be  fafe.  When  therefore?; 
any  man  thinks  to  leave  off  this  drink¬ 


ing  of  Tobacco  fora  time,  berauft 

not 
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tot  rafhly  nor  fuddenly  change  this 
uftome ,  for  it  is  almoft  as  ftrong  as 
mature.  Therefore  they  who  afe  to 
moke  it,  eafily  bear  it,  and  they  that 
re  not  ufed  to  it  cannot  fo  we  11  away 
vith  it.  Cuftome  makes  not  only 
iiealthfull  things  to  be  ufefoll  for 
is,  but  alfo  it  makes  thofe  things 
lealthfull ,  which  were  they  not 
^ccuftomed  to  us ,  would  be  the 
noft  dangerous.  For  it  is  of  fucb 
pree  that  it  overcomes  the  malig- 
iity  of  any  thing  taken  ,  and  which 
s  more  to  be  wondred  at,  the 
rery  violence  and  virulcncy  of  poy* 
bns  is  conquered  by  it,  and  it 
ipoils  them  of  their  malignity;  fo 
"  read  of  a  maid  that  was  fed  with 
Volfs-bane  ,  and  in  time  by  de¬ 
crees  (hee  ufed  it  for  her  nourifh* 
nent,  Gale»,  3.  fimfL  c.  18.  fpeaks  jvjcen> 
if  an  old  woman  of  Athens  ,  who  be*  4 
^nning  from  a  fmali  quantity  of 
hemlock,  proceeding  by  degrees 
earned  to  feed  on  it  in  great  quanti* 
y  and  found  no  harm  by  it.  We 
ead  alfo  of  a  certain  Maiden  at  CqI-  caUw  I. 
cny  who  when  (he  was  but  three  h.c.ij. 
'ears  old  would  catch  the  Spiders 

creeping 
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creeping  upon  the  walls  and  eaif 
tb*em  ,  and  being  delighted  with| 
that  kind  of\-diet  grew  exceedingly  - 
PlinLl  zft  iJMithridates  King  of  Ponttts  tak- 
e*a'  ing  poyfon  daily,  made  it  fo  fami¬ 
liar  to  him,  that  when  he  would 
have  poyfoned  himfelfe ,  that  he 
Martially  might  noc  faj[  into  y ompeys  hands, 

he  drank  deadly  poyfon  without  a- 


ny  harme.

Sleydan ,  lib.  9.  Writes,  that  Pope 
Clement  the  7.  being  old,  died  of  a 
great  pain  of  his  ftomach  ,  having  ;

ingulariy  well  of  Plants  j  yet  be- 
Ides  Nicolait*  'CMonardus  a  Spanifti 
^hy  fician  (  who  writ  a  peculiar  Hi- 
lory  of  Plants  and  Spices  brought 
brth  of  the  new  found  World  )  very 
bw  have  fufficiently  fet  forth  the 
yorth  of  this  noble  Plant.  But 
lace,  I  doubt  not  but  that  many 

H  earneflly 
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earneftly  defire  to  know  the  Effects 
of  it^that  fuch  may  no  longer  be  kept 
from  their  Enjoyments,  as  they 
know  it  by  Name,  they  (hall  farther 
know  the  Vermes  thereof.  I  wiU 
Isngly  undertake  this  work  ,  that  I 
may  as  briefly  and  faithfully  as  lean, 
publifh  to  the  world,  what  I  have 
partly  got  by  reading ,  and  by  the 
relation  of  other  men ,  and  what  I 
have  had  experience  of  my  felf,  ad¬ 
ding  what  others  have  fcattered  in 
their  writings  here  and  there,  and 
what  I '  have  fince  by  long  ftudy 
herein  ,  approved  to  be  efFe&uall. 

Tobacco  in  die  form  and  faculties 
of  it  is  flinch  like  to  Comfy ej  ,  that 
I  may  not  without  reafon  think  it  to 
be  of  that  kind ,  rather  then  a 
yellow  Henbane,  as  fome  have  fup- 
pofed. 

It  is  obferved  to  be  of  three  forts, 
Voices,  the  Ma’e,  the  Female,  and  a  third 
fort ,  more  imperfeft  then  them 
both.

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a  fat  and  refine  juyee  ,  that  is  ycl-|( 
low,  and  fmells  like  Rofin,  not  unjj 
pleafant,  and  the  tafle  is  iharp  anc, 
biting.  The  mod  flourrfhing  Plants 
have  thicker  and  wooddy  roots, which 
exceedingly  abound  with  fhoots  01 
a  yellow  colour,  bitter  in  tafte,  which 
are  fuppofed  to  be  equall  to  Rhtu* 
barbe  in  Vertue,  though  this  be  not 
fufficiently  found  out. 

The  Female  hath  a  fmaller  and' 
lower  ftalk,  the  leaves  are  fhortcr. 
fmaller  and  not  fo  gummy.  The' 
flower  is  not  fo  open  and  gaping,  not 
fo  ruddy  a  colour  :  The  branches  arc 
not  fo  tall  nor  ftretcht  forth  as  the 
Male  Tobacco  branches  are;  where¬ 
fore  they  are  out  exceedingly  that 
think  this  to  be  a  kind  of  Satjriuw. 
Defcripd*  For  this  which  we  call  Female  T% 
on  of  the  bvceo 9  is  not  like  to  Satyrlum  either 
Fem  ale.  forrDj  fafhion,  root,  colour  or  any 
other  way.  For  it  hath  many  fmall 
roots,  a  hairy  ftalk,  many  branches, 
many  leaves ,  and  thofe  long  and 
large;  and  it  is  hot  and  dry,  like  to 
the  Male  Tobacco :  but  Satjrium 
bath  fewer  and  thicker  roots,  the 
ftalk  is  not  knotty,  it  hath  no 

branches 
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branches,  it  hath  fewer  leaves,  the 
iflower  appears  on  the  top  of  the 
jftaik,  without  any  Pod  or  feeds,  and 
is  hot  and  moifi:  to  the  third  degree, 
isndismod  fit  to  provoke  luft.  •  . 

|  The  third  fort  of  Tobacco  is  in  all 
jthings  fmalier,  the  leaf  is  rounder,  Tobacco 
jfomewbat  blackifh  ,  fat  ^  fomewhat  called 
hairy,  though  it  be  full  of  juyee:  commen- 
|The  flower  is  lefs,  and  round  on  the  bla  ck  y 

outfide,  and  of  a  pale  colour,  and  ^/nbane! 
sic  is  not  above  twenty  years  fince  it 
was  known  in  £urofet  ‘Dodoxeus 
called  it  yellow  Henbane ,  but  OHa- 
thiehu  before  him  called  it  black  Hen¬ 
bane. 

It  is  fowed  about  the  Calendsjdes,  The  time, 
or  Nones  of  A prill ,  or  near  that 
time :  fomecimes  fooner  or  later,  as 
Ithe  weather  is  hot ;  though  the  iW/- 
ans  in  Peru ,  and  the  Inhabitants  of 
(new  * Spain,  fow  it  in  Autumn.  In  hot 
Countries  it  hears  kaves^owers^and 
buds  as  one  and  the  felf  fame  time. 

For  nine  or  ten  Moneths  together, 
put  in  the  low  Countries  it  flowers 
from  Augnfi  untill  Winter, and  forth- 
fwith  brings  forth  feed;  after  that^ 
when  the  froft  firft  comes,  it  fadeth 
H  3  and 
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and  quite  decaycs,  and  it  can  hardly 
be  kept  all  the  Winter,  unlefs  it  be 
in  Pots  or  Baskets,  and  that  in  Stoves, 
or  Store' houfes,  or  other  places  that 
are  kept  hot, 

This  requires  a  fat  and  well  manu¬ 
red  ground,  and  in  their  cold  Coun¬ 
tries,  the  ground  mud  be  exceedingly 
well  dung*d,  and  the  dung,  (  efpeci- 
ally  Horfe-duog  )  muft  be  fo  mingled 
with  it ,  and  incorporated  ,  that  it 
may  feem  to  degenerate  altogether 
into  the  Earth.  Moreover  it  re¬ 
quires  a  fhadowed  and  moift  ground, 
and  it  mud  be  large,  and  affording 
room  enough :  For  where  the  place 
is  narrow,  it  will  not  profper  nor 
yeeld  any  branches.  It  delights  in  a 
South  Sun,  and  where  there  is  a  wall 
or  flucc  behind  it,  that  it  may  be 
thereby  defended  from  the  injuries 
of  the  North  winds  that  follow,  and 
that  the  Sun- beans  lighting  upon 
the  wall,  may  refkd  upon  it-  It 
muft  be  free  from  ail  Tempefts,  be- 
caufe  it  is  exceeding  render,  and 
very  great;  yer  when  it  hath  taken 
deep  root,  it  hath  almoft  efcaped  the 
danger  of  winds.  It  woanderfully

delights  in  water,  and  therefore  be¬ 
ing  oft-times  watered,  cfpecially 
where  the  Climate  is  very  hot,  it 
thrives  the  better.  It  can  endure  no 
cold,  and  therefore  in  winter  it  muft 
be  preferved  in  hollow  places ,  and 
where  Chimneys  or  Stoves  are  pro¬ 
vided  for  this  purpofe.  Or  elfe  it 
muti:  be  compared  about  with  a 
double  Mat,  and  a  Painthoufe  upon 
the  wall  over  it,  and  a  coverlid  railed 
up,  and  it  mull  be  covered  with  a 
covering  of  ftraw,  in  a  flicker  that 
lieth  right  againft  the  Sun  at  noon 
day  (htning  clear, that  the  Plant  may 
be  refrefhed  by  the  heat. 

£  Before  you  fowit,  you  muft  make  T“* wa* 
a  hole  in  the  earth  with  your  finger, 
and  calling  into  that  hole  ten  or 
twelve  grains ,  you  (hall  diligently 
cover  them  with  the  fame  earth.  But 
do  not  caft  in  three  or  four  grains  in¬ 
to  a  hole,  for  they  would  be  choaked 
being  fo  finalL  If  the  Climate  be 
very  hot,  you  muft  water  them  for 
fifteen  daies  after  you  have  Towed 
them;  alfo  they  may  be  fowed  ss  » 
Lcttice  feed,  and  othejj  feed  of  that 
kiud  :  namely  by  curioufly  mingling 

H  4  the 
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theearth  and  heaping  ©fit  together- 
Some  there  are  who  mingle  the  moil 
pare  and  fine  Afhes  with  the  earth, 
but  a  very  little,  for  it  grows  very 
gently  and  flowly.  When  it  comes 
up,  it  muft  be  accurately  defended 
againft  all  injuries  of  cold  and  froft, 
and  in  the  night  chiefly  it  muft  be 
covered  when  it  grows  up :  and  thus 
it  will  for  ever  keep  its  native  vigour  1 
and  fplcndor  uncormpted. 

Tranf.  When  the  Plant  is  grown  a  foot 
planta-  high#  hccaufe  all  the  grains  feverally 
tion.  bring  forth  their  ftalks ,  and  the  * 
fibras  of  the  roots  flick  together, 
and  are  in  a  manner  glewed,  you  muft 
cut  the  earth  round  about  with  your 
Knife,  and  cui  the  turf  round,  and 
then  take  up  the  earth,  and  caft  it 
into  a  bucket  full  of  water,  that  the 
earth  may  the  fooner  be  feparated, 
and  the  fmall  ftalks  may  fwimon  the 
top.  Thefe  you  muft  take  feverally 
whole, and  wrapping  them  up  in  their 
own  earth,  you  muft  transplant  in¬ 
to  a  ground  that  is  well  dunged, 
fome  three  or  four  foot  off  from  the 
wall,  but  fomewhat  deep,  that  the 
ftalk  may  grow  the  ftronger.  But  if 
'  the 
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:hc  Earth  nccr  the  wall  or  fence  be 
nfruitfoll ,  you  muft  help  this  bar- 
Irennefs  by  tranf-planring  the  (talks 
|and  by  diligent  watering  of  them. 

NicotUna  took  its  name  from  ?o*  The 
fames  Nicotiiu ,  by  who/cdire&ion  name, 
lit  firft  was  made  known  to  the  French : 
s  alfo  many  Plants  and  Stalks  bear 
he  names  of  Men  both  amongft  the 
Greeks  and  Latins ,  who  by  their 
care  and  ftudy  brought  them  into 
[their  own  Countries,  and  Planted 
hem  there, where  they  were  unknown 
[before.  This  Nicotias  Counfellour 
to  the  French  King  y  being  in  the 
Years  1559.  and  1560.  Eaibaffa* 
dour  for  his  Kingpin  Fortin  gall ,  and 
Las  minded  on  a  day  to  go  to  fee  the 
Caftle  at  Lisbom  ;  A  certain  Noble 
pan  of  the  Low  Countries  {hewed 
unto  him  this  forrain  Plant,  and  gave 
It  him  freely;  faying,  he  brought  it 
from  Florida,  Nicotius  accepted  ic 
and  took  great  care  to  have  it  fet  and 
{maintained  in  his  Garden ,  and  to  be 
propagated ,  untill  being  grown  up. 

It  (hewd  forth  wonderfull  miracles  of 
(the  faculties  it  had. 

Thus  it  began  to  be  efteemed  much

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at  Lisbon ,  and  to  be  called  the  Em{ 
bafTadours  Herb.  Bat  becaufe  it  wai? 
fent  from  Nicotius  to  Francis  the  fe<

principall  Countries ,  fome  called  ii( 
the  Queens  Plant  of  Medicea ,  anc'

Some  called  it  alfo  the  Plant  of  thec 
great  Prior ,  becaufe  he  fometimei 
pafllngfrora  France  into  Portugal L 
and  being  entertained  by  the  Embaf* 
fadour,  andFeafted,  received  of  hin^ 
many  of  thefe  Plants ,  by  way  of  gift, 
and  Yetting  them  in  his  Garden,  he 
took  great  care  to  make  them  grow 
there  above  all  the  reft 

The  Spaniards  call  it  Petum  and 
Tobacco,  from  the  name  of  the  Iflana 
wherein  it  was  firft  found  ?  where1 
it  grows  in  abundance,  and  thence  if 
got  the  name. 

The  Indians  that  inhabit  there  call 
it  Picielt ;  The  ra  oft  illuftrious  Car- 
dinall  of  Santa  Cruee  ,  being  th^ 
Popes  Nuncio,  for  the  Church  of'; 

*  Rom 
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Rome  into  'pertingall ,  brought  it 
Ifirft  from  thence  to  Rome ,  and  there¬ 
fore  there  it  was  called  the  Herb  of 
Santa  Crnce.  Many  call  it  the  holy 
or  facred  Plant ,  by  reafon  of  the  di¬ 
vine  and  Grange  Vcrtues  and  forces  of 
it.  Many  again  cali  it  Petum  the 
Male,  to  diftinguifh  it  Trom  the  Fe¬ 
male,  and  that  is  the  moft  proper  and 
native  name  of  it,  that  the  Inhabitants 
of  Florida  ufe  to  give  it  9  from  whom 
it  came  to  us. 

Yet  it  is  fit  and  reafonablc  ,  that  1 

we  fhould  call  it  Nicotian# ,  in  re-  isficocia- 
gard  of  the  Honourable  memory  of  na. 
the  forefaid  Embaffadour  Nic&tim , 
iwho  firft  endowed  France  with  fo 
excellent  and  divine  a  Plant. 

The  Second  kind  of  Tobacco  *  as  ^nna  e 
I  faid,  is  to  be  called  the  Female  To-  e  fc,m* 
bacco ,  for  experience  the  Miftris  of 
all  things  teachetb  us  that  it  comes 
next  to  Male  Tobacco,  in  form, root, 
and  feed;  and  more  then  that,  be- 
caufe  it  often  grows  from  the  feed, 
of  the  Male  Tobacco.  For  if  it 
chance  that  any  of  the  feed  of  the 
Male  Tobacco,  when  it  is  full 
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the  fame  ground  where  Tobacco  grew 
before ,  doubtlefs  the  next  year  Fe¬ 
male  Tobaeeowili  grow  in  that  very 
place.  And  if  you  fow  the  Male  T o- 
bacco  Seed  upon  ground,  that  is  not 
hot  enough  ,  but  ifbarren  and  Tandy; 
In  place  of  the  Male,  it  will  bring 
forth  the  Female ,  and  in  fuch  abun¬ 
dance,  that  it  will  be  hard  to  root  it 
out  of  that  place ,  but  it  will  every 
year  grow  in  of  it  felf ;  and  this  is  an  0 
Argument  that  there  is  a  double  fex 
in  Tobacco  ,  as  it  fals  out  in  moft 
Plants,  where  there  is  an  affinity  be-  1 
twixt  them.

But  the  temperament  of  the  Third 
lore  of  Tobacco,  or  rather  night¬ 
shade  yellow  or  black ,  is  cold  and 
moift. 

If  you  confider  the  effed  ofTo-  an]ee^ 
bacco,  the  Leaves  are  the  prrncipall  % 
and  next  the  Seed ,  though  the  Seed 
be  far  re  below  them.  The  Leaves  -

Thu  fVefi  - Indians  and  the  Inhabitants 
of  Peru  and  Florida  ufe  this  to  take 
away  wearinefs  ,  and  to  make  them 
chearfuli  of  their  work,  and  faith  Ni¬ 
colaus  Alonardus,  we  found  that  by 
their  example  our  fervants  and  the 
M&ors  that  come  Grangers  into  the 
Weft  ‘Indians ,  u fed  to  do  the  fame, 
for  when  they  are  weary  and  tired 
with  many  ieapings,  and  danceings, 
they  draw  this  Herb  in  by  their 
Mouthts  and  Noflrils  ,  and  fo  the 
fame  thing  befals  them,  that  doth  the 
Indians ;  for  about  three  or  four 
froures  they  fccm  as  if  they  were  dead; 
after  this  they  are  well  refrefhed,  and 

more  able  and  chearfuli  to  work. then

they  were  before  :  And  they  take 
fuch  pleafurein  this  ,  that  fometimes 
they  will  go  out  of  fight ,  that  they 
may  the  more  fredy  take  it  though 
they  be  not  weary.  Yea,  they  grow 
fo  mad,tnat  fonaetimes  they  are  there¬ 
fore  punifhed  for  it  by  their  Makers, 
who  aifo  take  care  that  their  Tobac¬

For  they 
chew  the  leaves,  aed  mingle  them 
with  powder  of  great  Cockle  flielsf 
and  thefe  they  hold  in  their  mouthes; 
together,  untiil  they  cometoaMafs, 
and  of  that  they  make  Trochisksfo^ 
great  as  Pears,  which  being  dried  in 
the  (hade,  wb*n  occafion  is,  they 
ufe  after  this  manner.

Water  of  Tobacco,  with  Ey  bright 
water,  drank  daily  upon  an  empty 
Horaach,  doth  the  fame  5  as  Do&or 
farnaetts  Goverour  of  R&chel  hath 
proved ,  who  was  an  intimate  ac¬ 
quaintance  of  NicuiltUy  and  private 
to  the  counfcls  and  bufinefTes  of  the 
French  King,  and  whom  he  chiefly 
defired  to  communicate  the  Know- 
ledgof  this  Plant  to.  This  man  be¬ 
ing  at  a  Banquet  of  the  Kings,  with 
the  Embaflbdour,  profeflfed  that  by 
this  means  he  cured  one  of  an  Afth- 
tna.  I  (  faith  Nicolaus  Monardm  ) 
obferv-ed  fome  wen  (troubled  with  an 
Afthma ,  returning  from  the  FVeft- 
Indies  or  from  Peru  )  chtwingTobacco 
leaves  in  their  moutkesy  and  [wallow* 


ing  the  juyee  of  them >  to  make  them 
ffiit  forth  corrupt  matter  :  but  though 
thefe  men  were  drunks  by  it  ,  it  ap¬ 
pears  they  found  much  good  by  it,  to 
bring  out  matter  and  fie gin  that  fluck^ 
in  their  flemachs.

Inightily  commend  the  leaves  of  To¬ 
bacco,  becaufe  they  take  away  the 
rudities  of  the  ftomachs  of  young 
nd  old  •  and  difpell  winds ,  rcftorc 
oncodion,  fofeen  the  belly ,  if  it  be 
jirft  annoimed  with  o)  1  ofOlives^and 
he  leaves  being  *mtdc  hot  under  hoc 
mbers,  be  spplyed  to  the  region  of 
he  belly  ,and  be  renewed  as  oft  as  oc- 
afionts  :  The  afhes  muft  not  be

|Minglc  them  all,  and  make  fa  Clyfter*  The  Ll- 
If  Tobacco  leaves  be  diftilled  with  ver- 
iFumitary,  it  wonderfully  helps  all 
pifeafes  of  the  Liver :  But  obferve, 
you  muft  take  lefs  quantity  of  Fu- 
pitary  then  of  Tobacco, 

The  jaycc  of  the  leaves  of  Tobac-  Spkea, 
|co,  bruifed  with  a  little  Vineger,  or 
the  Oyntment  of  them  rubbed  in  the 
morning  upon  the  place  of  the  Spleen 
obftru&edor  hardened,  from  a  cold 
[eaufe , ,  foftneth  and  difTolvcth  it ; 
ut  after  annointing,  you  muft  sp- 

ply 
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ply  a  leaf  to  it  roafted  in  the  embers, 
or  a  death  wet  in  the  juyee  of  the 
leaves.  Others  ufe  inftead  of  this, 
unguents  proper  to  this  Difeafewith 
which  they  mingle  the  jayccof  the 
leaves,  and  addc  alfo  the  leaves  them- 
fclves ;  and  by  this  means  it  is  found 
out,  that  hard  and  inveterate  hu¬ 
mours  may  be  diffblved. 

The  diftifled  water  drank  daily  up¬ 
on  an  empty  ftomach  ,  wonderfully 
helps  hydrophieal  perfons.  More¬ 
over,  if  you  put  the  dry  leaves  of 
Tobacco  upon  the  live  Coles  in  a 
Kettle,  and  fo  v$fte  them,  and  draw 
in  the  (moke  of  them  by  your  mouth, 
with  a  Pipe  or  Reed, ©r  Tunncll, ha  ve¬ 
xing  your  head  and  throat  clofe  co¬ 
vered,  you  dull  fpit  out  fo  much 
ftegms,  and  clammy  humours,  chat 
you  (hall  be  fo  lank ,  as  if  you  had 
fafted  a  long  time.  Wherefore  it 
feems  that  a  JDropfy  not  yet  confir¬ 
med  m  a  v  be  cured  by  this  fume,  fince 
it  chiefly  doth  good  to  Afthmatieall 
(hort*  winded  people,  andfuchasare 
vexed  with  an  old  cold,  and  with 
Rhumes  •  for  it  makes  them  to  fpit 
out  much  thick  and  clammy  matter. 

,  *  ;  The 
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The  juycc  of  the  Leaves' of  Tobac-  Worms, 
co  Clarified  ,  and  with  Sugar  made 
into  a  Syrup,  and  taken  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing  in  a  fmali  quantity  ,  drives  forth 
Stomack  and  Belly  Worms  •  yet  you 
muff  bruife  the  Leaves  and  wrap  them 
in  a  Cloth  ,  and  lay  them  to  the  Na¬ 
vel  of  the  Patient,  and  give  him  a 
Clyfter  ©f  Milk  and  Sugar.  F  , 

Alfo  the  powder  of  the  fame  alone  mr 
©r  mingled  with  other  Lenitives,  is  a 
prefent  remedy  for  the  Emrods :  for 
it  perfe&ly  cures  them. 

The  Leaves  heat  under  the  Embers  yvemb. 
as  I  fhewed  before ,  do  with  no  lefs 
force  drive  away  pains  of  the  Matrix , 
if  they  be  laid  to  the  Navcll ,  but  it 
snuft  be  firft  Annoy nted  with  Oylc 
wherein  tbe  juyee  of  the  Leaves  is 
boyled.  But  the  fuffocarion  of  the  So"ocaJ1, 
Matrix  is  taken  away  ,  by  receiving  Matrjx. 
the  fume  of  the  Leaves  by  the  pri¬ 
vities. 

Hip  Gout  it  abated  ,  if  you  rub  it  Sciatica, 
with  Oyle  of  Olives ,  and  apply  one 
Leafe  of  Tobacco  Roftcd  at  the 
fire. 

This  is  good  for  any  Gout  coming 
from  Cold-  Some  bid  the  Patient 

chew 
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chew  every  Morning  faftingfomeof 
theLcaves,  to  free  him  from  pain*  of 
the  Goat.  This  will  draw  much 
Flegmc  into  his  Mouth ,  and  hinder 
it  from  running  down  upon  the  lower 
part*  Wherefore  the  powder  of 
the  dryed  Leaves  will  preferve  men  \ 
from  pains  of  the  Gout  of  the  Feet  : 
that  came  at  certain  times,  if  they  ufe  ( 
to  Snuff  up  this  Powder  often  into  > 
both  Noftrils.  Likcwife  they  that  i 
are  now  in  pain  with  it,  fhallmanir 
feftly  find  an  abatement  of  it,  and  the 
Difeafe  to  decline,  if  they  Snuff  up 
the  Powder  into  their  Nfofes ,  and  in 
time  often  ufing  it  they  will  be  freed 
from  it.  Alfo  the  Powder  may  be 
held  in  the  Mouth  inftead  of  an  Apo* 
phlegmatifm  :  for  either  way  it  draws 
much  Humours  from  the  head,  and 
directs  them  from  fallimgdown  upon 
the  parts  affected^  by  reafon  of  De¬ 
fluxions. 

Laftly,  The  frefh  Leaves  of  To¬ 
bacco,  hid  on  hot  to  refolve  the  cold 
are  good  for  any  part  of  the  body  af¬ 
fected  from  a  cold  caufe  :  for  they 
rakeaway  the  pains,  and  forcibly  re¬ 
folve  them ;  cither  applyed  by  ehem- 

felvcs. 
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felves,  or  with  other  Remedies, good 
or  the  fame  Difcafes ,  where  there 
teeds  ftrong  refolving  means. 

Take  Sagapenum,  'Bdellium,  Grin • 
l elmny ,  of  each  one  Dram;  diflblvc 
them  in  Vinegar ,  and  about  the  end 
dde  of  the  Leaves  of  powder  of  To¬ 
bacco  dried  one  ounce ,  Oyle  of  Ca« 

Iraomile  one  ounce ,  wax  what  is  fuf- 
|ficicnt;  make  a  Plaifter  according  to 
rt,for  thismoft  powerfully  refolves, 
nd  abates  pain;  Alfo  you  may  make  it 
(thus. 

Take  Tacamakae ,  Car  anna ,  of 
leach  three  Drams;  diffolve  them  ac¬ 
cording  to  art,  in  Wine,  or  a  little  of 
the  ftrongeft  Vinegar;  after  this  adde 
Ipowder  of  Tobacco  fix  Drams,  Oyle 
of  Lillies,  and  of  Wall  Flowers,  five 
[Drams, wax  what  is  fuffkient,make  an 
|Lm-  plaifter  according  to  arc. 

To  thefe  addc  Tumours,  Impo*  Tu»our*i 
umes, Inflations,  and  Childrens  kibe  {^es 
[heels,  or  any  fort  of  Itch;  for  the  Kibes.* 
Leaves  of  Tobacco  laid  to  them,  or 
|the  joyce  warm  ,  with  Rags,  or  Lint 
t  therein  cure  them ,  for  they  rc- 
Ifolve  the  Humours  and  eafe  the 
pains. 

To 
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To  cure  Kibes,  the  part  affe&ed' 
muft  be  Annoy nted  with  the  juyee ,  5 
and  bciubed  with  LinnenRaggs;  but 
firft,  putting  the  Feet  or  Hands,  if* 
the  cold  be  in  them ,  into  very  hot 
water ,  wherein  you  have  put  a  little  J 
Salt,  for  this  is  often  proved  to  do  ; 
good. 

For  Burn*,  it  is  tried  that  Tobacco  will  cure  \ 
Burns  •  A  certain  drunken  Compaq 
mon  had  a  Glafs  of  Beer  in  his  hand,  ■ 
and  he  Humbling ,  and  loth  to  break 
the  Glafs,  fell  into  the  fire  and  burn¬ 
ed  his  hand.  Women  laid  their  heads 
together,  and  they  after  an  howre  or 
two,  laid  on  fome  Clay.  This  did  no 
wayeafe  the  pain  ,  for  he  could  not 
fleep  by  day  nor  by  night,,  where. 

.  fore  being  no  longer  able  to  endure 
the  pain,  he  comes  to  a  Matron  of 
Antwerp^  and  asks  her  advice,  who, 
as  he  had  heard,  knew  the  Venues  of 
Tobacco.  Shee  firewing  the  brims 
of  the  burnt  place  ,  with  the  powder 
of  Tobacco,  artempred  to  help  him, 
but  for  three  daies  little  good  wxs 
done  by  it.  When  therefore  he 
grew  impatient,  he  murmured  at  the 
Woman  fecretly,  becaufe  he  came  to 
'  v  her 
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her  to  be  cured ,  and  Shee  went  to 
make  experiment  of  the  Vertues  of 
Tobacco  upon  him,  and  he  comman¬ 
ded  that  fuch  Medicaments  as  are  gen- 
tie  fhould  be  applied  :  but  the  pain 
being  nothing  leflened  with  this ,  he 
Comes  back  to  the  Matron  ,  deilring 
[  her  to  go  on  with  the  cure  as  Shee  be¬ 
gan,  and  Shee  (as  Shee  was  a  very 
good  Woman  )  it  re  wed  the  Powder 
on  again  ,  and  in  three  dales  made 
him  well. 

Moreover, for  inveterate  Wounds,  Old 
malignant  cancerous  and  fpreading  bounds* 
(Ulcers,  Scabs,  Noli  me  tangere.  Itch,  maVnanc 
Tetters,  Scrophula's ,  Bubo's,  Impo-  and  can- 
flumes ,  flefhy  Excrefcenccs  ,  and  cerou> 
jthe  like  aimed  innumerable  Difea*  ulcers> 
fes,  it  is  very  effcduali,  if  the  juyee  Jc'"e“v 
peapplied  with  rags  or  lint.  jus/ 

Green  Wounds,  if  they  are  not  to  Green 
deep  ,  are  cured  in  one  day  ,  by  the  WoWnfr* 
juyee  of  the  Leves  and  Lint.  But  if 
£he  Wound  be  very  deep,  it  maybe 
Wafhed  with  Wine,  and  be  bound 
with  bands  wet  in  the  juyee.  And  it 
ts  excellent  to  heal  a  Wound  quickly, 
to  wadi  it  with  the  juyee  of  the 
Reaves,  the  Inflammation  being  over. 

K  Noe 
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Not  long  after  that  the  EmbafTadour  , 
came  to  have  the  knowiedg  of  To-  , 
bacco  at  Lisbon  h  one  of  his  Cooks 
had  altnoft  cut  off  his  whole  Thumb;  j 
the  Steward  presently  rims  for  T©-  , 
bncco  ,  which  being  fome.titnes  ap* 
plied  to  the  Wound,  the  Cook  was  . 
well  cured,*  And  thus  this  Herb  grew  , 
to  be  fo  much  efteeraed  at  Lisborn, 
where  the  Court  them  was ,  and  it 
began  to  be  called  the  EmbafTadours  ' 
Herb.  It  b  as  good  for  contufions 
and  all  hurts,  to  which  nothing  clle 
ufeth  to  be  applied  bt Tides  the  juyee  ! 

with  Rags,  and  the  part  affeded  muft 

be  fw, ached  with  a  Roller.  But  diet 
muft  be  chiefly  observed  ,  and  if  need 
be,  the  Patient  muft  be  well  purged, 
and  this  is  often  proved  good. 

Fux  of  Tobacco  hath  notable  force  to  ftay 
Blood.  blood  running  forth  immoderately 
from  a  Wound,  or  from  the  Noftrils, 
or  from  any  hurt,  only  applying  the 
juyee  with  with  Lint  to  the  Wounds , 
hut  the  juyee  muft  be  (huffed-  up  into 
the  Noftrils,  or  the  Powder  muft  be 
drawn  into  the  Noie  by  a  Cane  or 
Tunnel! .

SoMid 
pic,-  efpecially  if  the  part  that  is  Ul-  ulcer  o{ 
cerated  be  of  exquifite  feeling,  thcthePox’ 
decodion  of  Tobacco  in  a  Gargarifm 
is  very  effeduall,  or  mingled  with  o- 
thcr  things.  Such  a  remedy  you  find 
in  the  fmail  Book  of  Julius  Palmari*

A  certain  Noble  Man ,  who  was

me,  nor  did  Shec  look  her  Labour. 
J?or  when  Shec  had  rubbed  the  Scab 
fo  fharply  with  Tobacco  Leaves,  that 
for  pain  the  Child  fainted  often  away 
the  fame  day,  the  day  following,  not 
regarding  her  crying  or  pains,  Shec 
rubbed  the  Leaves  on  again  ,  untill 
fuch  time  as  the  Seals  falling  of  by  de  * 
grecs ,  the  Girls  was  cured  ,  yet 
when  Shee  faw  the  Seals  fall ,  Shce 
rubbed  her  Head  fomething  more 
gently.

If  a  man  apply  the  juyee  of  Tobac¬ 
co  or  Lint  wet  in  it ,  or  the  green 
Leaves  bruifed  with  his  hands,  to  any 
part  of  the  body  ftang  with  Nettles, 
he  fhall  prcfently  perceive  the  pain 
gone,  and  the  part  cured. 

It  is  good  to  cure  Warts,  if  you 
lay  the  juyee  with  Lint  upon  the 
Wart ,  making  firft  an  open  place 
in  it  with  your  Pen-knife  untill  the 
Blood  come  or  elfe  Annovnt  the 
place  only  with  Unguent  of  Tobacco, 
this  I  know  to  be  true  ;  and  may  be 
it  may  do  the  fame  to  Corns  that 
grow  upon  the  joyntsof  the  Feet.

ferved. 

The  juyee  preffed  oat  of  the  frefh  The  for* 
leaves  of  Tobacco,  and  drank  the  ?cs  J*16 
quantity  of  two  ounces ,  vehement-  j^aceo 
ly  purgeth  water  and  ftegme  above 
and  beneath,  and  therefore  it  is  pro¬ 
fitably  given  in  Dropfies  and  the  Fal- 
ling*ficknefs.  Alfo 
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The  di-  ^lfo,  waCeF  *s  billed  from  the 
ftiiled  wa-  ^aves  of  Tobacco  cut  in  pieces,  in  a 
ter,  glafs  Limbeck,  which  is  afterwards 
re&ifkd  in  the  Sun.  This  is  almoft 
as  good  as  the  juyee  of  the  Plant, 
chiefly  for  Wounds,  Tumours,Kibes, 
and  for  nails  that  fall  off  from  the 
fingers  of  themfeives ,  if  the  water 
be  but  poured  into  the  part  affected, 
or  now  and  then  a  lint  or  cloath  wet 
in  it  and  applyed. 

Leo  Stuvins  bids  us  gather  the 
leaves  in  bruife.them,  and  di- 
ftill  them  in  a  double  Veffell  with 
glafs  Inftruments,  prefencly  fet  it  in 
the  Sun,  and  keep  it  a  year. 

This  water  taken  failing,  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  an  ounce  or  an  ounce  and  half, 
is  good  for  an  Afthma,  and  an  old 
cold. 

The  Oyl  by  infufion  is  thus  made.

Infufioa,  Take  Ac  leaves  torn  or  cut  in  pieces, 
boyi  them  in  Oyl  Olives,  which  will 
be  coloured ;  prefs  it  for  ;h  reje&ing 
the  leaves :  then  infufe  frefh  leaves, 
and  expofe  them  to  the  Sun  in  a  Viol- 
glafs,  orboyl  them  until!  the  juyee 
be  confumed ;  this  is  good  againft 
Scabs,Wounds,  and  Ulcers :  It  cures

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pains  of  the  head,  and  foulntffs  of  the 
skin.  « 

Alfo,  Oyl  may  be  drawn  from  the  Oyl  of 
Seeds  of  Tobacco,  which  drank  in  a 
fmall  quantity,  is  excellent  againft 
venome  and  bites  of  Vipers. 

Diftilled  Oyl  is  made  by  defeent  Oyl  <3i- 
(  as  theChymifts  call  it )  is  a  Glafs  *ccl* 
retort. 

Salt  is  made  by  the  Art  of  Ghy- 
miftry  from  Tobacco  ,  and  both  of  Sajc  0f 
thefe,  namely  the  Oyl  diftilled,  and 
the  Salt  far  exceed  the  leaves  or 
juyee,  the  powder,  or  diftilled  water, 
to  cure  Difeafes ;  becaufe  the  moft 
thin  and  excellent  eftences  of  it,  are 
feparated,  which  are  better  thenrhe 
terreftriall  matter;  for  thefe  are  the 
next  .and  immediate  feat  and  fubjedt 
of  the  faculties  themfelves.  Let  no 
man  defpife  or  fcornfully  laugh  at  the 
name  of  Iffence  ;  for  Qalenukd  if, 
explaining  the  thing  very  fitly.  For 
I  underftand  nothing  elfe  then  he 
doth,  when  he  faith,  tha tfms  Herbs 
tire  of  a  more  thic thin ,  or  fierj  na¬ 
ture  And.  ejfence  then  others  are. 

facobus  Gohorim  of  Paris ,  ftiews 
the  way  to  make  Salt  of  Tobacco, 

Thus.

The  fipft  thu5*Cakin5Tobaeco,di(folvethcCab^ 
way.  ftrain ,  fiitrac,  evaporate  it ;  there 
will  be  a  Salt  which  will  do  no  harm  in 
a  Cauflick ,  and  not  fo  Corrofivcin 
difTolving  malignant  Ulcers*  where¬ 
fore  this  is  the  common  way  to  ex- 
trad  Salt  from  ail  Vegetables.  Burn 
the  Herb.in  the  fire,  the  place  being 
fwept  clean  with  Brooms  (  fome  fifft 
fet  it  in  the  Sun,  others  dry  it  in  the 
(hade  )  let  it  burn  untill  it  flick  toge¬ 
ther  in  a  lump  :  Or  if  you  proceed 
further  to  burn  it,  to  burn  it  to  afhes, 
you  fhall  have  more  Salt.  Put  the 
allies  into  a  gl ’.zed  earthen  Pot,  and 
pour  fair  water  upon  them,  and  let 
it  feeth  fome  hours  at  the  fire  * 
pour  it  forth  into  another  Veffell , 
and  when  the  dregs  are  fetled  ,  flrain 
it  through  a  linnen  death  *  fee  the 
flrained  liqueur  at  m  eafte  fire  with 
few  Coles,  that  the  water  n  ay  eva¬ 
porate,  and  the  Salt  remain  in  the 
bottom. 

The  next  way  is  more  curious. 
Burn  the  dried  Herb  in  an  earthen 
Pot  covered,  by  a  long  and  Arong 
fire,  until!  the  allies  come  to  be  pure 
white,  and  that  is  a  fign  it  »s  perfeft*

r  diftilled  water  in  a  Glafs  veffell,  in 
fted  afhes ;  let  it  boyl  untill  a  fourth 
art  of  the  water  be  wafted*  then  let 
ftand  a  while  ;  Pour  it  into  ano- 
ler  Glafs,  and  putting  in  feme  new 
ery  fine  Tongues  to  filter  it,thc  pure 
nd  fait  water  will  be  ftrained  into  the 
.cceiver  underneath  it.  What  is 
ltrated,  muft  be  evaporated  at  an 
kfie  fire,  in  a  Glafs  VdTell,  and  the 
It  will  remain  at  the  bottom  clear 
nd  pure. 

The  third  way  is  the  moft  exadf :  xhe  third 
father  the  Herb  green,  and  bruife  it,  way. 
iftill  the  water  of  it  by  a  Limbeck, 
ilcine  the  faeces  at  a  moderate  fire, 
e  VdTell  being  ftopr,  untill  they 
i>me  to  afhes.  Let  the  fire  be  gentle, 
sac  it  may  not  confume  the  proper 
lid  radical  moifture  of  the  Plant,  for 
sat  will  make  it  run  to  glafs;  pour 
§e  water  upon  the  earth  of  it,  and 
will  thirftiiy  devourc  it :  Digeft  it 
Horfe  dung  ,  or  in  a  Bath  fome 
ies.  Pour  it  out  as  before,  that  it 
[  not  mingled  with  the  faeces,  then 
tratit,  laltiy  evaporate  what  is  fil¬ 
led.  Thefe  arc  the  various  waies 
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to  make  artificial  Salt,  not  only  o$ 


Tobacco,  but  of  all  Vegetables  tha^ 
are  prepared  by  the  fire,  and  the  ufej 
of  them  may  be  wonderfull  in  curing 
thofe  that  are  dainty ,  and  fuch  as. 
abhorre  all  Medicaments ,  putting) 
that  Salt  in  their  Broth,  or  Salt-fellert 
to  feafon  their  meat.  ' 

To  this  may  be  referred  what  the 
famous  Phyfician  and  Philofopher  of 
his  age  Lrenardm  Fioravantns  hath, 
witten  in  his  Phyficall  Obfervations.' 
1  took.  (  lath  he  )r  Tobacco,  with  Seed 
and  Root,  and  1  flammed  them  all*  the 
leaves  weighed  LJV  ounces, I  hid  them 
in  Horfe  dung  to  ferment  thirty  dates, 
and  that  thej  might  not  corrupt,  1{ 
put fome / 'alt  to  them  f  and  fix  ounces 
ef  aqua  vitae  5  then  Idiftilled  them  in 
Balnco  Mariae,  untitl  all  the  moifture, 
were  drawn  from  them ,  and  that  it 
might  keep  the  better  •  1  added  f 

much  Ojl  of  Brimeftoic  as  might  make 
it  tafte  /harp.  I  ufed  this  comp  oft  ion 
in  many  things.  In  ad  Feavers,  a 
fpoonfull  dranl^  cured  them  ;  Wound* 
edmen,  iftheydrank^it,  or  annointed 
their  wounds  with  it,  they  were  cured 
to  admiration. 

Oynt- 
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Oytments  arc  made  of  Tobacco 
divers  waics ,  though  the  Herb  ufed 
by  it  fclf  i*  far  more  effe&uall. 

Take  thefaireft,  greateft,  grecneft  0vnfni 
moll  rofiny  leaves  of  Tobacco,  freed  cf  Tobac* 
from  all  filth  and  duft  diligently,  that  co 
are  no  waies  wet  with  Rain  or  Dew, 
pound  ;  bruife  them  with 


one 


a  Peftlc  in  a  Morter  of  Marble,  or  of 
Wood;  half  a  pound  of  Hogs- 
greafe  prepared,  that  is  purged  from 
all  its  Skins,  and  melted  in  a  brazen 
Yefrell :  to  this  muft  be  added  the 
juyceof  Tobacco,  and  the  thick  fub- 
ftance  bruifed :  Let  them  boyl  to¬ 
gether  upon  aTrevot  in  a  brazen  Pot, 
with  k  very  fmall  gentle  fire,  namely 
live  Coles  being  put  under  cheTre- 
rot,  or  elfein  Balneo,  untill  you  fee 
the  watrynefs  of  the  juyee  to  be  va- 
aifhed  and  gone,  and  tfte  unguent 
prought  to  a  Confidence.  Or  an  Ocfaerwif* 
[inguent  may  be  made  of  the  mani» 
old  infufion  of  Tobacco,  in  Oyl  of 
^.ofes,  three  or  four  times  renewing 
he  leaves  in  Balneo;  and  when  you 
^fs  it  out,  adding  fo  much  of  the 
uyee  of  the  fame  Herb,  and  wax  what 
pay  fuffi.ee  j  and  make  an  uuguent 

L  accor- 
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according  to  art.  Or  thus, 

Oihetwife  Take  juyce  ofTobacco.one  pound 
common  Qyl,  new  Wax,  Roiin  ot 
the  Pine*Tree,  of  each  two  ounces 
Oylof  Sl  Johns  Wort,  one  ounce: 
Let  them  boyl  at  a  gcntlcfire  for  three 
hours;  ft  rain  it,  and  addeto  it  two 
ounces  of  Turpentine.  Boyl  them 
to  the  confiftenec  of  an  unguent.  It 
is  good  for  old  Ulcers  of  the  Pox, 
Scrophulas,  Ulcers  or  Spots  corn- 
traded  by  the  fire  in  Winter.  Kibes, 
chaps  of  the  bands ;  efpecially  if  you 
rub  the  part  affc&ed  firft  with  the 
green  Herb,  and  put  it  into  hot  fait 
water,  and  after  anoint  it  with  the 
faid  unguent. 

Otherwife  Take  Pitch,  Rofin,  new  Wax,Tur- 
pentine,  of  each  three  ounces.  Let 
them  melt  and  boyl  together  in  a 
brafs  Veffelf  with  live  Coles  under  it; 
when  &!1  are  melted  and  boy  I'd,  then 
adde  of  the  juyce  of  Tobacco  and 
bruifed  fubftancc,  one  pound ;  let  ail 
boyl  together  five  or  fix  hours  at  an 
eafyfire,  upon  a  Tripod  in  a  double 
Veffell,  that  is  a  Kettle  full  of  boyling 
water :  move  them  conftantly,  untill 
all  the  watrynefs  be  confuted,  and 

the 
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the  reft  be  thickned  to  aq  unguent  ^ 
then  prcfs  them  out  through  a  thick 
hempen  doath,  and  put  them  again 
into  the  brafs  Skillet,  adding  half  an 
ounce  of  Venice- Turpentine  yet  let 
them  not  boyl,  but  ftirre  them  care¬ 
fully,  then  let  them  cool,  and  keep1 
them  for  ufc. 

Take  leaves  of  Tobacco  bruifed,  Other wif# 
one  pound*  Yellow  Wax,  Turpen¬ 
tine,  Oyl  Olives,  Pitch,  white  Ro- 
fin,  of  each  three  ounces  i  Let  them 
boyl  together  two  hours  in  a  new 
Pipkin,  to  the  confiftence  of  an  un¬ 
guent,  then  ufc  it  in  a  fmall  quantity, 
fpread  on  leather  or  linnin. 

Some  there  are  that  in  both  de- 
feriptions  do  not  adde  the  joyce  of 
Tobacco  with  the  thick  fubftance,  but 
they  only  ft  rain  it,  and  crufh  it  « 
through  a  thick  doath  $  and  they 
referve  the  jayce  alone ,  which  is  not 
the  beft  way.  Bat  the  firft  Unguent  is 
farmore  effe&ual  for  Wounds,  can¬ 
cerous  Ulcers,  Tetters,  Itch,  Knots 
upon  the  face ;  bccaufe  it  hath  a 
greater  force  to  refolve  and  cleanfe 
away,  which  is  the  property  of  To¬ 
bacco,  if  it  be  not  hindered  by  other 

L  2  things 
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things  that  are  joyned  with  it.  The 
latter  is  better  to  heal  wounds,  and 
repair  fiefh ;  to  rcfolvelmpoftumcs, 
to  eafe  paines,  and  fuch  like  Opera- 
rions. 

But  itfeecns  ncedlefs  to  Jacobus  Go- 

to  adde  new  Wax,  Rofin  T 
common  0^1 ,  Turpentine ;  becaufe 
one  of  thefe  is  fufficient  for  the  clam  - 
roinefs  of  Tobacco.  For  fuch  an 
heap  of  Simples  that  are  in  that 
'  Oyntment,  make  the  Oyntment  on* 
ly  fit  for  Wounds, which  otherwife  is 
good  for  cancerous  Uiecrs ,  Itch, 
Impofthnmes,  Tetters,  and  other 
Maladies.  It  is  no  reafon  alfo,  foto 
waile  the  fuyce  of  Tobacco,  that  no¬ 
thing  fhould  remain  befides  the  bruif- 
ed  fubftance,  and  Grange  Ingrcdi-

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It  will  not  bcamifs  to  let  down  an 
inguent  to  cure  wounds  made  with 
3un-fhot,  and  fit  for  all  other  pur- 
mfes ;  the  proper  making  whereof  is

’ake  the  iuyce  of  Tobacco,  one 
>ound  5  Turpentine  five  ounces 
ornpound  Oyl  of  S*  Johns  Wort, 
dght  ounces ;  the  beft  white  Wine,

Jacobus  JVeckerm  faith,  That  he  ^ 

received  another  unguent  from  a  Tobacco 
Frenchman  to  cure  wounds*  Take 
juyee  of  Tobacco,  one  pound  ;  new 
Wax,  Pitch,  Rofin,  common  Oyl, 
of  each  two  ounces ;  boyl  all  toge¬ 
ther  untill  the  juyee  be  confumed, 
then  adde  Venice  Turpentine,  three 
ounces ;  ftrain  all  through  a  linnen 
cloath,  and  keep  it  in  a  Box.  This 
cures  Wounds  and  Ulcers  certainly. 

Adde  to  all  this,  thatamoft  fragrant 
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Balfamis  compounded  of  Tobacco  5 
Take  as  many  leaves  ©f  Tobacco  as 
youpleafe,  bruife  them  in  a  Mortar, 
and  prefs  forth  the  juyee ;  caft  away 
the  grofs  body  ,  and  fet  the  juyee 
with  an  equall  part  of  Oyl  of  Olives 
in  a  glafs  Viol  in  the  Sun  for  a  long 
time ;  flop  the  glafs  clofc  with  Gums 
and  Wax,  and  fatten  it  with  a  found 
skin  of  leather  :  Or  if  you  like  it 
beft,  fet  it  in  a  Kettle  full  of  boy  ling 
water,  or  in  Balneo,  or  hide  it  in 
Horfe  dung,  and  leave  it  there  full 

forty  daics,  renewing  the  dung  fome- 
titnes;  when  the  forty  daies  arc  ended, 
you  (hall  findaBalfam  in  the  Glafs, 
no  lefs  effectual  for  all  Caufcs,  then 
the  Quintcffence  of  Tobacco  it  felf.

Circulate  them  together  in  a  Peliicane 
for  eight  daies,  then  diftil)  ofthe 
Spirit  of  Wine,  at  a  moderate 
fire, and  there  will  remain  in 
the  bottom  a  moft  pre¬ 
cious  Balfam.
